As Mr. A. H. George observed in 
moving ‘a “well-deserved vote of 
thanks to Mr. C. H. Lowe for an ex- 
cellent address to the British Uni- 
‘versities and Schools Luncheon Club, 
most people in Shanghai have a 
general idea of the magnificent work 
done by the China International 
Famine Reliet Commission, but Mr. 
Lowe was able to bring ‘the point 
vividly to notice by "his. strikingly 
modest account of the efforts made 
by the Commission over a period of 
fifteen years to introduce irrigation, 
ond-construction, co-operative credit 
societies into the’ rural cognisance of 
China, Mr. S. L. Hsu, in presiding, 
had temariced that long years of 
famine were considered by some 
Chinese philosophers to have had a 
definite ‘effect on Chinese racial 
characteristics. Mr. Lowe supplied 
poignant reason, ‘The ghastly reality 
6f conditions in South Shansi to-day 
where the people were reduced to 
terrible straits in their search for 
food and where children were being| 
Sold to obtain a little ready cash, 
indicated the desperate state af 
China's rural economy. Mr. Lowe 
took comfort from the experience of 
Egypt and India, where famines had 
been virtually abolished. | There is 
no doubt that if the activities of 
government organizations now being. 
‘usefully encouraged by the National 
Economie Commission can be extend- 
ed and fully developed, the Chinese 
farmer should eventually be able to| 
eliminate the recurrent evils of 
famine and pestilence from the| 
catalogue of his periodical punitive 
visitations, ‘The remarkable appre- 
lation of land values in the nelgh- 
dourhood of Sian where the Honolulu 
dam, erected by the munificent dona~ 
tions of Chinese merchants of Hawaii. 
Is now helping to irrigate the flelds, 
affords a clear example of what can 
‘be done by the movement which the 
China International Famine Relief 
Commission has so well established. 
Mention of the Commission naturally 
prompts expression of the hope that, 
‘Dr. J. Earl Baker who has left on 
furlough will find rest and renewed 
vigour in his native land and duly 
return at the end of that holiday to 
resume his wonderful labour with the 
Commission. His record of over 
twenty years as the sworn foe of 
floods and famine stands by itself. 


A HEALTHY SIGN 


To every revolution against the 
éxisting state of things there is the 
Anevitable reaction. ‘The most signifi- 
ant phase of the reaction of the| 
Japanese public to the military revolt 
of February has been the triumph of| 
fa demand to know more about af- 
fairs in the Island Empire, and to

‘ments of members who have spoken 
their minds protected by  parlla- 
mentary privileges and safeguards. 
To whatever end Japan's present 
policy may Jead the example of the 
resent Dict session is a healthy 
sign. 





“THE RIGHT TO KILL” 


‘The vogue for English versions of 
Chinese plays has been stimulated 
by the success of “Lady” Precious 
Stream" “and ‘Mr. Yao ‘Hsin-nung 
makes an opportune contribution in 
translating ‘one of the favourites of 
the Peking repertoire, “The Right 10 
KGL” ‘This play, ‘the translator 
states, has been performed on the 
Chinese stage for at least 125 years 
and yet it retains its freshness be- 
cause the spirit of revolt which it 
Fepresents carries an appeal indepen- 
dent of the story and the stage 
technique. For those who do not re- 
‘member the plot it may be well to 
give a brief summary. Hsio En, 
who also comes into the novel tran- 
slated by Mrs. Pearl Buck as “All 
Men Are Brothers", is a sherman 
living on the margin of subsistence 
with his daughter. Unable fo pay 
the illegal fishing tax, he is arrested 
by the armed guards of the local 
official. They pay no heed to his 
financial dificulties and he is forced 
to resist their attempt to arrest him, 
but without suecess, Sentenced to 40 
strokes of the bamboo by the magis- 
trate and ordered to make an apology 
to the head offcial, he becomes des- 
erate and invokes the right to kill 
with disastrous results, including the 
‘massacre of the whole family of the 
tyrant. The translator replies to the 
imaginary objection that the theme 
may be unnecessarily brutal to the 
Western playgoer and may seem in 
fact contrary to the Chinese ideal of 
moderation, and he urges that 
Hsiao En Js fully justifed in the 
‘of the Chinese social . 
. For. the ‘famlly-minded Chinese do 
fot seo the individual as a social unit, 
‘They see society as a congregation of 
familles, and the individual as a mere 
currant’ ina family’ dumpling. "a 
the ‘conversation of two ‘Chinese, a 
third person is frequently referred to 
as a certain chialt (or “family's 
inmate”), such as Wang chia, or as

THAT AIR MAIL 


that the institution of the Penang- 
Hongkong air-route has given greater 
cause for hopefulness to Shanghai 
than bitter, experience has hitherto 
suggested, ‘This applies, for the mo- 
ment, {othe outward air-mail from 
Great Britain, but even there it 15 
dificult to retist the conclusion that 
the successful linking of the alr- 
‘mail service with the Canton-Shang- 
hal route is still a matter of chance. 
Nevertheless it is highly satisfactory 
to find that air-mail letters have ae- 
tually reached Shanghai from Lon- 
don within the space of 16 days thus 
‘outstripping the mails carried by the 
Siberian rail route, ‘The authorities 
fare to. be congratulated on thus 
paying special attention to Shanghal's 
needs and reconciling theoretical 
calculations with practice. It is_ad- 
mitted that ‘the homeward route is 
SUill intractable but there the respon. 
sibility rests not on the authorities 
in Europe but on the Chinese Post 
‘Ome. Perhaps the proof that the 
‘outward mails ean be satisfactorily 
expedited by air will prompt action 
here. In the meantime this journal 
should express ils gratitude to its 
correspondents who have thus assisted 
it to make due reparation for its 
previous scepticism,

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SINO-JAPANESE SITUATION REVIEWED 


Gen. Chang Chun, Foreign Minister, Outlines Basic 
Questions of Adjustment of Relations 


Nanking, May 25. 
Readjustment of Sino-Japanese 
relations formed the subject of an 
address given by Gen. Chang Chun, 
Minister of Foreign Adairs, at this 
morning's weekly Sun Yat-sen me- 
morial service at the Walchiaopu, 
“The situation between China and 
Japan being what it is to-day,” Gen, 
Chang declared, “further failure to 
achiove a thorough readjustment of 
thelr relations will not only be de- 
trimental to the interests of the two 
countries, but concerns the whole 
‘question ‘of peace in eastern Asia.” 


Immediately after his assumption 











of duties as the Foreign Minister, 
Gen, Chang said, he made up 
his mind to. exert his best 


efforts to effect a readjustment of 
Sino-Japanese relations through 
diplomatic channels, "And Tam 
happy to say," Gen. Chang added, 
‘that a similar desire seems to exist 
in Japan. 


Discussions Not Yet Started 


ontinuing, Gen. Chang said: 
"Nevertheless, it'is a matter for 
regrot that concrete discussions have 
‘not yet started as regards the scope 
of the desired readjustment and the 
matter in which it is to be brought 
about. 

"So far as China is concerned any 
problems, the solution of which wil 
Febound to mutual welfare of the 
two. countries and the security of 
peace in Eastern Asia, are considered 
as coming within the’ scope of | re- 
‘adjustment and any formulae based on 
equality and reciprocity as well as 
‘mutual respect for sovereign rights 
fare regarded as helpful means 
wards achieving our end, 

“Readjustment, which it is our 
intention to bring about, should not 
bbe confined to any loeal questions or 
to any particular issues. It is 
desired not as a temporizing policy 
to ease the present situation, but with 
the object of ensuring peaceful co- 
existence of the two peoples for 
Generations to come.” 

‘Nations, as individuals, Gen. Chang 
declared, may become subjects of deep 
hhatrod and animosities, but as the 
Chinese saying goes: “no lasting feud 
‘ever Insts a century. 

‘The will to restore peace and 
harmony, the Foreign Minister 
emphasized, is bound to triumph 
provided it is strong enough, and it 
feannot fe defied by seeming ob- 
stacles, 

"Such being my belief,” Gen. Chang 
stated, "I consider the task of estab- 
lishing friendly intercourse between 
China and Japan an immediate chal- 
Jengo to practical statesmanship in 
‘both countries.” 


Mutual Understanding Wanted 

‘Then Gen, Chang sald: “I appeal to 
the political foresight of responsible 
‘authorities of both countries and 
earnestly hope that they will make 
strong efforts to remove the causes 
‘of hostiltty and to establish lasting 
understanding. 

“It is particularly urgent for them 
to appreciate each other's standpoints 
tnd difficulties and to enter promptly 















































into sincere, discussions through the 
proper channel 
Tt does not avail matters to 


indulge in mutual reeriminations, to 
harp ‘on vague principle, or to ulter 
threats of coereion or of. reprisals. 
What is important is to. face con:

"Japan has frequently professed 
her concern over Communist dis 
turbances in certain parts of this 
country: such concern is well under- 
stood by us in as much as the effects 
of internal agitation ‘in one country 
fare bound to be felt by its neigh- 
ours due to the close inter-depend- 
fence of modern nations. 

“During the last few years the 
Chinese Government has waged a 
elentless struggle against the Red 
menace and the situation has been 
pacified to such an extent that it 1s 
now confident of an early lquida- 
tion of the whole trouble. In what- 
ever circumstances China has deter- 
mined not to relinquish even tem- 
porarily her firm stand against. 
Communists, nor to tolerate within 
her territory subversive activities of 
‘any organizations aiming at the 
overthrow of the existing political 
Institutions by force.” 

Co-operation Emphasized 

At the beginning of his speech Gen. 

Jchang stressed on_ the importance 
attached by the Chinese people to 
the question of co-operation between 
China and Japan, He said. 
‘In view of our persistent efforts 
towards cultivating friendly relations 
with our neighbouring countries, 1 
need not emphasize here the im- 
portance which we attach to the co- 
Operation between China and Japan, 
which are not only neighbours but 
are also united parties of racial and 
cultural afinities, 

"Since the Mukden ‘incident’ of 
September 1981, however. an endless 
succession of erises of unprecedented 
gravity have resulted in the 
ment of the (wo people 
their suspicions. ‘The present abnor- 
‘mal state of their relations has been 
‘8 cause of deep concern to far sight- 
fed persons in. both countries, “and 
It has been their common desire to 
restore the friendly feelings which 
should exist between the peoples and 
governments of the two countries.” 

Reviewing the peace ulterances of 
Mr, K. Hirota, the Japanese Premier, 
‘and Mr. Hachiro Arita, Japanese For- 
jelgn Minister, Gen. Chang believes 
that “there did not seem to be any 
fundamental change in Japan's for- 
eign policy.” He continued: 

“Speaking at the 68th session of 
the Imperial Diet held over a year 
‘ago, Mr. Hirota, then Foreign Minister 
in the Japanese Government, enun~ 
clated the principle of ‘non-aggression 
‘and non-menace™ towards neighbour 
ing countries. Although no clear and 
concrete measures materialized to 
five effect to his ideas of improving 
Sino-Japanese relations and no prac- 
tleal” results were obtained. his 
efforts in the cause of peace created 
‘a deep impression abroad. 

“with the assumption of the pre- 
miership by Mr. Hirota about a 
month ago and the subsequent ap- 
pointment of Mr. Arita to the post 
of Foreign Minister, there didnot 
seem 10 be any fundamental change 
in Japan's forelgn policy. At the 
recent.

NEW HOPEI NOTES 
APPEAR 


Independent Currency May 
Be Foreshadowed 


Peiping, May 25. 

New notes of the Bank of Hopel 
‘appeared in the city this morning in 
pursuance of the order announced on. 
Saturday by the Hopel and Charhar 
Political Couneil making this bank 
the sole note issuing institution in 
the two provinces. 

‘Dated 1994, however, they were 
printed by the Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving at Peiping two years 
‘ago, but hitherto had not been used. 

‘The full effects of the order cannot 
be guaged until details of the scheme 
have been worked out by the Coun- 
cil's Economic Commission, but it is 
fenerally felt to represent a first 
step towards an independent  cur- 
Feney system in Hopel and Charhar. 

‘Banking circles, however, are not 
perturbed by the development, 

‘The order, it is noted, does not 
prohibit circulation of notes of the 
three Central Government banks— 
the Bank of China, the Central Bank 
of China and the Bank of Com- 
munications—but merely states that 
the note Issues of banks other than 
the Bank of Hopei must not be in- 
creased, 


‘One Chinese banker said he under- 
stood this to mean that, although 
the Government banks ‘could not 
issue more notes locally, there would 
be no restriction on the circulation 
in ‘Hopel and Charhar of notes of 
those banks Issued elsewhere, for 
instance in Shanghai. "i 

‘An unconfirmed report is also 
current that a large) amount of

‘Tokyo, May 18. 

China's protest to Japan in regard 
to the smuggling situation in North 
‘China will be rejected by the For. 
‘eign Office, which will emphasize in 
{ts reply that the rampancy of con- 
traband seriously affects Japaness| 
trade In the region, it was learned, 
to-day from authoritative sources. 

‘The reply will turn down as “un 
| warranted” the Nanking Government’s| 
allegation that Japan was responsible 
for the existing situation in the 
northern provinces.

‘The reply will attribute the wide- 
spread smuggling to the high Chinese 
tari on commodities of frst necessity 
and to tke “lack of zeal” on the part 
‘of Chinese customs officials in con~ 
trolling smuggling caused by the 
transfer of the bulk of customs rev- 
jenues to Nanking, while the promise 
to pay thelr salarles was not kep! 

‘The reply will emphasize Japan's 
concern over the Nanking Govern- 
ment's “insincere attitude” in saddling 
JJapan with responsibility for smug- 
ling, without paying due attention 
to the defects in Chinese internal ad-

Nanking Explanation 
Nanking, May 18. 

Interviewed to-day,’ spokesman. 
of the Foreign Omice emphatically. 
eclared that there Is absolutely 
nothing in the Sino-Japanese Truce 
Agreement signed at Tangku on May 
31, 1093, to justify Japanese intorfer- 
fence with the operations of the Cus- 
toms Preventive Service in Eastern 
Hope. 

Concluded for the purpose of 
liquidating the situation consequent 
tupon the Sino-Japanese hostilities in 
the North tn 1933, the Tangku Truce, 
the spokesman declared, is a purely 
military agreement having no politi- 
jeal clauses or any references to 
Jodministrative and ‘fiscal matters 

‘After recalling the terms of the 
agreement made public on the day 
it was signed, the spokesman handed 
‘to press representatives copies of a 
translation of the text of the agree- 
ment. 

It was evident from the text of 
the agreement, -he commented, that 
the two main’ provisions were ist, 
‘that Chinese troops were to be with- 
drawn from the zone defined in 
| Article 1 of the agreement,and_second- 
ly, peace and order within the zone 
‘were to be maintained by armed Chi- 
nese Peace Preservation Corps 

‘The terms of the agreement, he 
added, did not in the least "way 
affect the political or administrative 
powers of the Chinese Government 
‘and no restrictions whatsoever are 
Imposed on the operations of the 
‘Customs which came within the scope 
of administrative matters, 

‘Such being the case, the spokesman 
concluded, the steps successively 
taken by ‘the Japanese to prevent 
the -Customs from exercising their 
normal powers of prevention were 
evidently unjustified and illegal. 

‘To encourage information on smug 
gling activities, the Ministry of Fin- 
ance announced to-day that for in- 
formation leading to the seizure of

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MR. YOSHIDA’S TASK 
May 21. 
Mr. 8. Yoshida, in leaving Japan 
to-day to take up his new post as 
Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James, is credited by Informed| 
Japanese opinion with a special 
mission, He is expected to work 
for an Anglo-Japanese rapproche- 
ment,” The task should not, be dift- 
ult for the groumd is not unpre- 
pared although. at the moment 
Tittle encumbered. Mr, Matsudaira’s 
great success in preserving Anglo- 
Japanese friendship in a period of 
lively controversy is gratefully re- 
cognized by British people. Tt has 
obviously met with august approval 
in Japan since Mr, Matsudaira’ 
Inability to relurn to London is due 
to well-deserved promotion. The! 
traditions which have given a 
special sentimental value to Anglo~ 
Japanese relations are still virile. 
‘The frequently expressed regret at 
‘the termination of the _ formal 
alliance between the two countries 
may not find general support rom 
those who appreciate the changed 
conditions operative in interna: 
tional affairs, but it indicates a 
real conviction that, in spite of 
certain cleavages of view, the two 
nations have every incentive to 
‘maintain that sense of comradeship 
Which is not dependent on con- 
‘tractual commitments. Mr. Matsu- 
daira was able to derive con~ 
siderable inspiration from this 
sentiment in Great Britain. His 
successor will be similarly served. 
Mr. Yoshida is not likely to imagine 
that his task on that account will 
be immune from difieulty. His 
experience and intimate knowledge 
of the currents of  world-opinion 
rust impress him with asense of 
the differences of outlook which’ 
hhave developed in the two coun 
tries as the result of economic and 
political developments in Asia and 
Europe, Justice would not be done| 
to him i the desire to pay smooth 
courtesies led to disregard or 
neglect of those differences. 


It is stated in Tokyo, with every’ 
appearance of accuracy, that the 
new Foreign Minister attaches im= 
portance to a good understanding 
with Great Britain. On that ac- 
count it is suggested that Japanese 
policy in the Far East might be 
hampered by an Anglo-Soviet 
accord. ‘That seems to be a mis- 
reading of the situation. Great 
Britain's relations with Russia have 








admittedly improved in recent 
years. It is hoped that the im- 
provement will continue. Yet it 


is not necessary for it to take a 
conerete form to the embarrassment 
of British friendship with Japan. 
Candour impels recognition of the 
economic anxieties which seem to 
bring Great Britain and Japan into 
acute rivalry. Steps have been 
taken to mitigate certain points of 
extreme difference, Perseverance 
in extending that remedial process 
may be properly commended to the 
statesmen of both countries. ‘The 
assertion in Tokyo that there are 
no political questions which cannot | 
be settled by peaceful negotiation 
should be readily accepted by them. 
Mr. Yoshida will find in London a 
Genuine desire to act on that 
principle. His authoritative inter- 
pretation of Japanese policy should 
therefore secure friendly apprecia- 
tion and appropriate assistance in 
adjusting it to the requirements of| 
‘Anglo-Japanese concord. 

British perplexity over Japanese 
policy is at the moment derived 
from the course of events in the 
Far East, ‘Tokyo asks that Great| 
Britain should regard Japan as the 
sole instrument of Far Eastern, 
stability. In return British in 
torests here are to be recognized, 
‘Much depends on the definition of| 
‘these terms, Mr, Yoshida will prob- 
ably be surprised to find how ready 
an acceptance is given in Great) 
Britain to the broad principle thus 
described, His difficulty will not! 
lie ‘there. Nov is Great Britain 
disposed to place excessive em- 
phasis on the divergence of view 
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which has, for the time being at all) 
events, limited Japan's capacity for| 
international co-operation. ‘The | 
issue on which British statesman- 
ship may be in doubt arises from| 
‘the apparent incompatibility  of| 
‘Tokyo's declared policy in China 
with the effective impact of Japan- 
ese actions on Chinese affairs. The 
sincerity of Japan’s desire for| 
stability will not be questioned, but 
the conditions precedent to ‘ful- 
filment of that desire seem somehow 
to be overlooked in certain develop- 
ments of Sino-Japanese relations. 
British friendship with China is of 
long-standing. Great Britain's trad- 
ing interests in the Far East appro- 
priately recognized by Japan, if 
Tokyo's statement is judged aright 
—are based on the conviction that 
China's successful emergence from 
the stress of national reconstruction 
is of vital importance to the world. 
‘As the leading Asiatic Power Japan 
has a special responsibility in that 
regard. Assurance of her exact in- 
terpretation of that function is} 
eminently desirable. It must give 
the key to the right way of ap-| 
proach to the understanding, out| 
of which, it is hoped, true Anglo- 
Japanese’ co-operation in the Far 
East can be reformed and streng- 
‘thened. 





A GRIM SCOURGE 
May 23. 

Compared with heroin opium 
might almost be called invalid diet. 
Geneva's revelations ofthe 
enormous increase in the import 
of the special drug which goes to 
make the heroin compound will 
cause little surprise here, where 
Customs statistics can be studied in 
supplement to local reports. It is 
greatly to be hoped that exaggerated 
assertions regarding the use of 
‘opium have not so deadened public 
opinion that the gravity of the new 
‘scourge will be overlooked. Here 
is an evil for which China cannot 
t all blame on outsiders, al- 
though unhappily few nations can 
be said to have an entirely clean 
sheet in this drug traffic. In Shansi 
heroin has had devastating results 
‘owing to the laxity of Northern 
control over peddlers enjoying 
extra-territorial immunity. In 
Fukien it is estimated that large 
numbers of Formosans are carrying 
on ar organized trade which gives 
“rosy dreams” to the Fukien 
er, by means of travelling “dispen- 
saries” at 10 cents. a “shot.” ‘The 
effects of heroin are terrible and 
have been compared to certain viru- 
lent forms of disease. The conse~ 
quences of spreading such a habit 
lamong people whose power of resist 
ance is weakened by the catastro- 
phic decline in their standards of 
living, are ghastly to contemplate. 
There is no need to be “panicky.’ 
Indeed panic about any trouble in 
China to-day is to be deprecated, 
if only decause it involves an 
‘emotional strain which can all too 
easily be indulged. It is important, 
however, to consider some of the 
plain facts which tend to make this 
appalling drug traffic so serious a 
problem for the Government and 
People. 

Other countries have taken 
elaborate precautions to control and) 
prohibit traMe in drugs. Con- 
spicuous in this international effort 
is the refusal of China to permit 
investigation of the situation within 
her borders, although poppy, 
cultivation on a large scale has 
made drug manufacture painfully 
easy to develop. The policy of pro- 
hibition has been supported with- 
out effective action to enforce it. 
In the last few days despatches to 
this journal have reported serious} 
recrudescence in poppy growing so 
that in Szechuen it is asserted that 
General Chiang Kai-shek has had 
to issue special instructions on the 
subject. In western Kwangsi— 
recently called the new “model” 
province—four-fifths of the land is 
now being given over to poppy. 
‘These conditions alone suggest that 
if international investigation could 
be of real assistance to China in 
stamping out the drug trafic no 
obstacle should be thrown in its 
way. The Government's” depend- 
ence on opium for its revenue 
must necessarily complicate the 
task of the reformer, but it seems 
that the problem cannot be success 
‘fully handled on the present lines. 
‘The execution of a few addicts 
here and a few minor traffickers 














there merely puts a premium on’ 
inequity. When Shanghai citizens 


wre notoriously believed to derive 
‘thelr wealth and their gangster- 
authority from large-scale manufac- 
ture of opium and heroin, it is 
ucrile to pillory provincial farm- 
ers or throw the blame on alleged 
Japanese leniency. The Govern- 
ment of China would acquire its 
greatest merit as a champion of the 
people's rights if it could somehow 
create machinery for tackling and 
eventually suppressing this terrible 
‘raffle, 

The information supplied to 
Geneva from China frequently 
draws attention to facilities afforded 
‘by the foreign concessions and 
‘settlement for the manufacture of 
Micit drugs. It may or may not 
be substantiated by the facts, but 
it is really irrelevant to the issue so 
Jong as vast areas of poppy-cultiva~ j 
tion are allowed to flourish and so 
prevent the growing of food-crops 
/which might render useful economic 
service in reducing the adverse 
balance of payments. At the same 
time this disclosure of Shanghai's 
part in the heroin scandal should 
stir the municipal authorities én 
/Shanghai to definite action. All 
three in combination could do much 
it they were prepared to put an end 
to the disgraceful gangster system 
‘which, if general opinion is correct, 
hhas its tentacles in them all. It is 
‘no exaggeration to say that the 
police of all three areas which go 
to make the sum of Shanghai have 
sufficient information on which 
combined action could be taken, 
‘One municipal authority acting on 
its own account can do little, for’ 
‘the three areas are interlocked and 
coterminous. The press is power- 
less to make specific references for 
reasons which are well understood. 
‘This dreadful traffic has dire 
Jeconomic consequences, for its dis- 
Dursements demoralize public life 
and render nugatory all efforts to 
put administrations on a sound. 
financial footing. Clearly the doc- 
trine of self-help should be 
invoked. ‘The energy and organiza~ 
tion required to bring the drug 
trae in China under proper 
supervision and control would 
automatically provide the Govern- 
ment with an unassailable instru- 
ment of ‘social-and political reform. 
In establishing its authority for the 
suppression of opium and heroin 
manufacture it would be con- 
solidating the administrative mach- 
inery for general purposes and the 
next step to instituting remedial 
measures of reconstruction might 
be soon taken.

pressure, In token of the straits, 
to which they have been driven’ 
Viscount Cecil's latest pronounce- 
ment is worth noting. He has at- 
tempted to reconcile his “forward” 
aspirations for the League with his 
pacific ideals by formulating the 
proviso that the League should not 
apply sanctions unless its strength 
Ig so overwhelming that all risk of;

A WHITSUN CRISIS 
May 25. 
‘Mr, Stanley Baldwin's difficulties 
sinee he was returned to power in 
November last seem likely to come 
toa head. During the weck-end 
important political conferences have 
taken place. Next week-end will 
afford further opportunity for re~ 
flection as it will be covered by the 
‘Whitsun recess, It is probable that 
the speculations in which political 
correspondents are now indulging 
will not be determined during the 
present week, ‘There are ominous 
signs of a weakening in the 
National Government as such. Mr. 
Baldwin has two certain vacancies 
in his Cabinet: Lord Monsell's long- 
expressed desire to leave the 
Admirality for well-earned Iel~ 
sure has to be met; Mr, J. H. 
‘Thomas has resigned, Mr. Baldwin, 
within the space of five months, has 
thus had to receive the resignation 
of two senior colleagues in circum- 
stances which have impelled his 
acceptance and approval of the 
spirit animating those decisions, In 
the light of the criticisms ac- 
cumulating round his own position, 
the Prime Minister may feel that 
the yard-stick applied to Sir 
Samuel Hoare and Mr, Thomas can 
conceivably be wielded to prescribe 
‘similar action on his own account, 
What he said to the private gather- 
ing of his own party's supporters 
last week has not been made public. 
Ne is presumed to have argued for 
continuance of the National Gov- 
ernment, as distinct from a Con- 
servative administration. He seems 
to have warned his audience that 
they flattered themselves if they 
considered that the last General 
Election accurately reflected the 
‘strength of the Conservative vote. 
In other words he was by no means 
confident that, on another appeal 
to the country, a purely Conserva~ 
tive Cabinet would be assured of a 
working majority, If those views 
prevatled—and it now appears that 
they were expressed with Mr. 
Thomas’ etter of resignation 
already in Mr. Baldwin's possession 
—the Prime Minister did not 
automatically settle the question of 
his own continuance in ofce, 
although, obviously, the dependence 
of the National “coalition” on his 
special gifts of reconciling different 
points of view is a strong point in 
his favour. Even now he carries 
in the country a weight of influence 

possessed by no other statesman, 
‘The question which Mr, Boldwin 
has to decide is whether the Cabinet 
ean recover from the shocks ex- 
perienced during the last five 
months without something more 
than a mere reshuffle of posts, It 
is rightly pointed out that Mr. 
‘Thomas’ disappearance deprives 
the Government of its last claim 
fo the support of any substantial 
Labour vote. The two MacDonalds 
were driven to seek non-Labour 
‘suffrages in order to return to the 
House. The Liberal element: has 
firmer justification, but it com= 
mands only 32 seats in the House 
for four in the Cabinet as against 
387 Conservative seats with four- 
teen Cabinet Ministers. The Labour 
‘element in the Cabinet is now re- 
duced to two with en seats in the 
House. The claim that the Govern 
ment is essentially “national” in 
complexion may be justified by 
psychological interpretation, It is 
hardly more than the thinnest of 
pretences when statistics are con 
sidered, even if due allowance be 
made for the difference between 
the Conservatism of, say, Sir Henry 
Page Croft and that of Mr, W. 
Ormesby Gore. Since the recon- 
struction after the Election on 
November 22 last, various Cabinet 
changes have occurred.

clusion that Mr, Baldwin must be 
asked to consider a definite plan of 
reconstruction. Mr. Baldwin  is| 
therefore faced with an exceedingly 
difficult problem on the solution of 
which great issues hang. 

A Prime Minister of his calibre 
and in his position will be guided 
by his interpretation of the mandate 
given him in the Election. In 1931 
‘Mr. Baldwin emphatically asked for 
and received a clear intimation that 
the country set no store by par 
polities; it wanted a “National 
Government, The same question 
was asked and, so far as ean be 
judged, answered in the same way 
in 1935. Mr, Baldwin might argue 
that if he reconstructed his Cabinet 
on Conservative lines, making for 
his Liberal colleagues the same| 
provision as was made by Lord 
Salisbury for the Liberal Unionists 
headed by the Duke of Devonshire 
and Mr. Joseph Chamberlain in 
1895, he would in effect be dis- 
regarding the electoral mandate, 
unless, by an immediate appeal to 
the country, he established his good 
faith, On ‘many grounds another 
General Election at this juncture 
would be deprecated. Mr. Baldwin 
Would therefore be led by practical 
considerations to seek an adjus 
ment which would reconcile the 
country’s mandate with the perplex- 
ing developments of successive 
crises since that mandate was given. 
If he can fill the vacancy created 
by Mr. Thomas’ resignation ‘in such 
a way as to preserve the semblance 
‘of Labour co-operation in the 
Government, he may be diyposed 
to believe that the requirements of| 
the situation will be met. The 
temper of his Conservative follow- 
ors may militate against that solu- 
tion, and it must not be forgotten 
that the Liberals have their own 
views which may or may not be 
Influenced by the recent movement 
for reviving the Liberal programme 
‘on clearly defined principles: The: 
Government, in its difculties, has 
fone solace. Its opponents, by recent| 
events, are’ even more confused 
than its own supporters. Neither] 
Mr, C. R, Attlee, Mr. David Lloyd 
George, nor Sir Archibald Sinclair’ 
would ‘welcome an Election. Mr. 
Baldwin has experienced a serious 
set-back in popular esteem and 
political leadership, but the very 
defects of his qualities may enable| 
him to weather the storm with less 
embarrassment than might have 
been the fate of more audacious 
and less solf-offacing politicians. 
Caution is no mean asset at the 
moment, Mr, Baldwin possesves it 
in a special degree. It has won for| 
him confidence in the past; it may 
easily help to regain for him con- 
fidence in the future, as he eon~ 
templates the measures necessary to 
re-equip his Cabinet with the repre~ 
sentative authority for prescribing 
national policies during the eventful 
days ahead,

abroad in preference to service at 
home. 

‘The Ratepayers should insist on 
the Council vigorously developing 
its declared policy of expanding its 
employment of local personnel, but 
it will be recognized that without 
‘overseas recruitment the Interna- 
tional Settlement cannot obtain the 
requisite expert, specialist and 
technical knowledge for direction 
of its important public services. In 
the past Great Britain and in a less 
degree America have been the main 
sources of overseas supply. There 
is no reason why the net should 
not be thrown wider, especially if, 
without lowering standards, it led 
to even greater economy of work- 
Ing. This should be supplemented 
by paying increased attention to 
the training of the Shanghai-born 
foreigner so that he can have the 
privilege of playing a full part in 
the municipal government of his 
‘own city. For instance it might be 
no bad thing to send selected young | 
men to the United States, Great 
Britain or France for special train- 
ing in civie administration, The 
public mind is much exercised on 
this problem, with special reference, 
of course, to the immediate issue of 
economy. On that account alone it

The Coun- 
cil is inarticulate, very often to its 
‘own disadvantage. The retrench- 
ment’ in the Fire Brigade was ef- 
fected at the clear bidding of the 
ratepayers. Yet when it took place 
it evoked an immediate outery. 
‘The Council has taken no steps, ap- 
parently, to relieve the public 
anxiety by explaining how practi~ 
cally it took into account the in- 
terests of the displaced staff, so thi 
the resultant unemployment ws 
reduced to a minimum. 

It may be well to support. thi 
general plea for economy with a 
definition of principles. Shanghai 
‘cannot afford to dispense with the 
standard of municipal efficiency. 
which its size and importance de- 
mand. A cheap article is more 
expensive than a high-priced one 
if it falls to do the work required 
of it, Recruitment will not be. 
economically effected, if the Inter- 
national Settlement loses its reputa- 
tion as a just and honourable em- 
ployer. ‘This does not bar revision 
of salaries in order to cope with 
new economic conditions, one way 
or the other. It must, however, be 
governed by recognition of the fact 
that the permanent civil servant 
cannot take advantage of the 
“boom” period in a community's 
tife and should therefore be allowed 
to have shelter in a time of depres- 
sion. Precedent makes it reason- 
able to suggest that in an abnormal 
crisis a civil service “cut” may 
legitimately be recommended, with 
‘a suitable promise of restoration 
‘when normality returns. England's 
currency emergency of 1931 gave 
rise to such a reduction and to sub- 
sequent restoration on recovery. 
There may be, as some have sug- 
gested, ground for action of that 
kind here, although, in spite of the 
severity ‘of the depression, the 
‘mere fact that the Council has not 
been forced to increase its tax: 
tion beyond the admittedly low 
figure to which it was reduced in 
1939 is an argument against too 
ready an acceptance of that view. 
‘This does not dispose of the con- 
tention that the general scale of 
emoluments should be reviewed. 
Indeed the Council would be well- 
advised to consider the possibility 
of effecting ‘economies. Action in 
that direction would clear the air. 
It should produce a definite state- 
ment by which public opinion 
could be clearly guided, thus bring- 
ing the problem into proper focus. 

















For nothing could be worse than| 
continued uncertainty regarding the 
Council's policy in this matter. Con-| 
tentment in the municipal service| 
{is necessary to sound administration. 
‘The Council's officials themselves| 
should be assured of clear-cut|

A BRITISH SCHOOL 
May 26, 

In the course of the discussion 
which arose over the proposal to| 
sell a portion of the Cathedral] 
Lawn the position of the Cathedral 
School for Boys was mentioned and | 
suggestions were again made that| 
some effort should be put forth to| 
secure the removal of the school’ 
to more suitable surroundings. The: 
idea has its obvious merits. Shang- 
hai, like other cities, has experienced 
some of the disadvantages of the 
uncontrolled growth of urban life. 
When the late Mr. Henry Lester| 
provided for the endowment of the 
‘Cathedral School on the present site| 
it was not expected that the school| 
‘would be inconveniently far from. 
the residences of prospective 
parents. In those days the 
extension of Shanghai to the 
Western District was hardly more| 
than a bare possibility. ‘The 
‘Trustees are, it Is understood, faced | 
with certain legal and financial) 
difficulties which militate against| 
dealing with this question out of 
hand. The relations between the 
school and the Cathedral Trustees 
fare regulated by a decision of the 
HM. Supreme Court and both the 
Henry Lester Trustees and the 
‘Trustees of the Cathedral have to| 
proceed in strict conformity with| 
the legal position. That is a 
truism, At the same time it is 
clear that under present conditions 
the Cathedral School cannot func- 
tion as satisfactorily as its sup- 
porters would like owing to its 
present situation and its inability| 
‘td command ready access to play- 
ing field accommodation. ‘The 
school itself Is about to lose its| 
present Headmaster, who has ace 
cepted an appointment at Christ's 
Hospital, Horsham. Under the 
Rev. E. K. Quick the school has 
prospered. The tone is good and 
the reports of the 











authorities have shown that the 
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‘educational attainments of the boys 
are satisfactory. When Mr. Quick 
came the school was suffering it 
might almost be sald from a sense 
of inferlority, especially. on that 
most important side of school 
work, athletics and sport. ‘The idea 
of 2 Cathedral School team being 
able to beat a Public School team 
at cricket was regarded as fantastic. 
Yet in the last two years the 
Cathedral School has not merely 
given the Public School an excel~ 
Tent game, but actually won last 
year’s match. Without attaching 
excessive Importance to sport, this 
point is worth mentioning in proof 
that, in spite of disadvantages, the 
Cathedral School has been abie to 
preserve a healtny educational 
‘equilibrium. 

‘Yet there is no doubt that the 
school could be far more useful 
than it is to the British community 
in Shanghai if it, were provided 
with the usual amenities of an in- 
stitution of its kind and were less 
remote from the ordinary places of 
habitation. It has been suggested 
that it is'no great hardship for a 
boy to have to go three or four 
talles to school every day. The fact 
remains that the prudent parent 
will not throw that burden on his 
if school accommodation 
it hand and providing 
reasonably satisfactory training can 
be obtained, ‘Transport costs 
money and, in these days, even the 
small sum’ necessary to’ take the 
schoolboy to school and bacle con~ 
stitutes a serious item in the slender 
budget of the Shanghai parent, ‘The 
Cathedral School is an exclusively 
British school, Its pupils may be 
divided into two classes, those who 
eventually may go home to Great 
Britain for a public school educa 
tion, and those who will complete 
thelt education in Shanghai, The 
first and the younger class must 
necessarily form a very small pro- 
portion of the school roll. ‘There~ 
fore it is reasonable to assume that 
the means of parents of Cathedral 
Sciiool boys may be described as 
modest, and high fees cannot be 
expected. ‘This places @ furthe 
limitation on plans for remové 
although it also gives a strong in« 
centive to the execution of such 
plans, Unless the Cathedral School 
can show itself to be a vigorous in« 
strument for educating the British 
Shanghallander it will inevitably 
have to face progressive decline in 
numbers. It is already estimated 
that at least 50 boys could be added. 
to the school roll to-morrow if it 
were not for its present location, 

‘The problem is solely one for the 
British community. ‘The education 
of British Shanghailanders has 
become one of the important 
responsibilities of the community. 
‘Phe increasing competition which 
young men have to face in this city 
it they desire to make their liveli- 
hood here, throws upon the com- 
munity the duty of seeing that the 
eduestional facilities provided are 
beyond criticism. It is not possible 
to say that these conditions exist 
in the Cathedral School in its 
present state, It is remarkable 
indeed that the boys have done as 
‘well as they have under the dis- 
abilities with which they have had 
to contend. ‘The School Trustees 
are known to be exceedingly 
anxious to lay down a policy best 
sulted to the needs of the com- 
munity and they would have every 
support if they would take the 
matter into serious consideration 
and arrive at some conclusion as to 
the best solution of the problem as 
it presents itself to-day, In view 
of Mr. Quick's impending departure 
‘the Committee of Management is 
understood to have taken steps to 
obtain a suitable successor by plac- 
ing the matter in the hands of Dr. 
Cyril Norwood an eminent educa- 
tlonatist whose advice and judg~ 
jment are beyond question. It would 
be highly satisfactory it the new 
‘headmaster could be encouraged by 
the prospect of the removal of the 
school to more appropriate sur~ 
roundings.

FOOD STORAGE 

‘The question of food storage as 
partial solution to Britain's depend 
fence on sea-borne supplies during 
‘wartime is receiving serious con 
sideration in responsible circles. The 
British Isles produce relatively tittls 
of the food consumed by man and 
beast. Every year 70 por cent. of 
wheat, 50 per cent. of meat ‘and 
cheese and'80 per cent. of butter 
‘must be imported together with the 
Breater part of the country's sugar 
‘and animal feeding stuffs. “Menaced 
by submarine attacks, serious inroads 
were made into food’ supplies during 
the war, but although methods of 
‘combatting submarines have greatly 
Improved future hostilities will un- 
‘doubtedly produce as serious a threat 
from aireraft. A’ writer in the 
“Spectator” makes the suggestion 
that to" minimize the threat of 
starvation "and to decrease the 
Urgency of punctual arrivals of food 
‘ships, a vast cystem of storage should 
be introduced. Tuking wheat for an 
example, he points out that there are 
storage ‘facilities for 1,800,000 tons. 
available at various ports but only. 
215000 ‘tons are in store. Larger 
‘Quantities are held at country mills 
‘and bakeries and with a total annual 
‘consumption of roughly 7,000,000 tons 
if available storage resources were 
‘utilized three or four months supply 
‘would be assured without recourse to 
‘new elevators. Applying the same 
argument to sugar and maize, the 
maintenance of six months’ supplies 
would not cost more than the price 
of a single cruiser and yet would 
‘have an tremendous effect on. the 
Jnational system of defence.

1900. The disclosures have confirmed 
the appropriateness of the selection of 
her birthday for commemoration. of 
the Empire itself, for Queen Victoria's 
vision was far wider than her con- 
femporaries were prepared to believe. 
She had hor faults and her limitations, 
but, her contribution to the states- 
mariship of the Empire was great and, 
m 1037, when the time comes to salute 
her memory, the Festival of Empire 
will be properly attuned to special 
remembrance of her devotion to its 
Interests.

‘The Mosque of Omar in Jerusalem 
fis prominently in the news in view 
of: the Arab-Jewish tension in Pale- 
stine which is apparently growing. 
worse, With strict curfew maintained 
in Jerusalem and other .parts of the, 
‘country, 3,000 Arabs elected to ctay’ 
Inside the Mosque in spite of rogula- 
tions and Lieut-Gen. Sir Arthur 
Wauchope, the British High Com- 
‘missioner, is reported to have ap- 
pointéd Jewish deputy mayors in 
place of Arab officials in three cities.

Asa shrine 
itis wrongly called the "Mosque of 
‘Omar, its correct name being. the 
Dome of the Rock built by Abdul 
‘Melik Tein Murwan but with many 
of the decorations attributed to 
Sullan Sulieman the Magnificent. 
‘When Titus destroyed Herod's Temple 
‘an enormous space was left desolate 
‘and even when the Moslems arrived 
In the soventh century it was still a 
waste, but owing to disputes in the 
Islamic faith regarding Mecea as the 
place of pilgrimage work was started 
to enclose the rock, Es-Sakhra, and 
to elevate in Moslem estimation to 
the Importance of the Kaba at Mecca. 
This move did not materialize but the 
Dome on the Rock is still an 
important Islam shrine. The Dome is 
nearly 100 feet high with a diameter 
of 78 fect and stands on the rock in 
the éentre of a broad-paved courtyard 
amid archiieetural relics of several 
centuries all incorporated in the 
bullding of the Dome. In the south- 
west corner there is a depression 
Which is said to be a footprint of 
‘Mahomet, but in the 12th century the 
Crusaders, with that wonderful 
chivalry which transcended every- 
thing, believed it to be that of Jesus 
Christ and enclosed the rock with a 
French wrought iron grill which is| 
still in existence.

NEW PHASE IN CUSTOMS ENFORCEMENT 


Counter-Measures Against Smuggling Announced : 
Any Distribution Outwards to be Checked

HE counter-smuggling measures recently adopted by the Cen-| 
tral Government indicate a new phase in: the battle between| 
the Chinese Maritime Customs and the smuggling rings in North| 
China, according to authoritative information obtained by Reuter. 
Foiled in their efforts to check the influx of contraband through | 
the so-called “autonomous” state of East Hopei as a result of the’ 
enforced withdrawal of their armed forces ashore and afloat, 
Customs officials are henceforth to devote their energies to prevent- 
ing distribution of the smuggled goods to markets southward and 
westward of the area immediately affected. 
‘The plan calls for close liaison between the Customs and the 
railway authorities with the object of ensuring control over the 
movement of illicit cargoes outwards from Ticntsin. 


Concerted measures to that end 
will, it Is hoped, be put into effect 
in the near future as a result of dis- 
cussions between the parties con- 
cerned during the past few days. It 
Is understood that these measures In- 
clude the provision of special facili- 
les by the railways for the exomina- 
tion, of goods on trains and in station 


yards, and rofusal to accept mer- 
chandise not authorized by the 
Customs.

Several witnesses for tho defence 
were called to-day.

Colbert's secretary, who tested that 
five patients called between 11 a.m, 
and 1230 pm. on November 22, 
‘when hepatex was delivered, 

Dr. Colbert, she sald, had many 
charity patients, and often worked 
in the laboratory of his offlee, where 
he Kept drugs, including acetanellde, 

‘Accused, she added, did not possess 
a ‘bloat lamp, only a small alcohol 
lamp. 

“Two Russian chemists deposed 
that they freely dispensed acetane- 
lide, antifebrin, and —antipyrine. 
‘Antifebrin, they sald, was "much

Engstrom went on to say that he 
had been instructed to recall a cer~ 
fain batch of hepatex ond to replace 
theampules, of which one wes among 
the ampules supplied to Dr. Colbert, 
which he collected, 

French Doctor's Evidence 

‘Tho greater part of the proceed~ 
ings to-day was taken up by the 
evidence of the next witness, Dr. 
Lataste, the French director of the 
Pasteur Laboratory at Tientsin 
whose expert evidence differed con’ 
Hidersbly from that given by he ex- 
‘perts called by the prosecution, 

Dr, Lataste declared that perni- 
cious anemia could exist in Chin 
‘although he himself had never come 
Into contact with such a case, ‘The 
malady could last many years, with 
Temisfons. ‘The colour index ranged 
fom 15 to 3, and he clted a case of 
297 in France, 

Pernicious anemia could not be 
riled out. An intravenous injection 
‘of hepatex produced rapid results In 
he early ‘stages, ond ventriculin 
ylelded marvellous results, 

‘Cyanosis, he admitted, wes incon. 
sistent with pernicious ‘anamia, but 
heart trouble was capablo of ‘pro- 
ducing the appearance of cyanosis. 

Tt was dificult to reseal an ampule, 
bt Unls was possible over a Kerosenc 
lamp. 














Excessive sport was capable of 
producing dilation of the heart, of 
‘which one symptom was cyanosis, 
which was curable by a rest, after 
which ‘the heart would rotum to 
normal 

Dr, Lataste admitted that the size 
of Mrs. Colbert's heart, as showh by 
an X-Ray pleture, was nearly nor~ 
mal. He examined Mrs. Colbert on 
May 7, at the request of her husband, 
‘nd reported his findings. 

‘Witness was not familiar with 
acelanelide, mot having come into 
cases Tequiring its use. Acetanelide, 
however, could not produce uch 
blood ss the picture taken on 
November 21 showed. 


Suffering trom Cyanosis 

Cross-examined, Dr. Lataste stated 
that the patient ‘had been sutfering 
from cyanosis for six weeks on ac~ 
count of dilation of the heart, and 
‘was unable to participate in ‘sport 
Yor a year. He had not seen a caso 
where it was possible for a patient 











to play tennis, swim, and ride after 
one week. 
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‘Witness admitted that an increase

Dr. Colbert in Witness Box

No Personal Experience 


Under cross-examination, Dr.(Lataste 
admitted that most of his testimony was 
based on reading, and that his. evie 
dence concerning ‘cetanelido—that it 
could not produce such blood as the 
pleture taken on November 21 
‘showed—came wholly from books, 
/not from personal experience. 
evidence regarding pernicious 
anaemia—that it could not be ruled 
out—was, however, based both on 
‘books and personal experience, Wit. 
ness admitted that opinions existed 
which were entirely different from 
those he had advanced, especially on 
‘heart conditions, 

‘Dr, Lataste then described the pro- 
cedure whereby he had opened and 
resealed an ampule, He had not used 
 blow-lamp, he added,

Dr. Grice declared that ho and 
other doctors were called in for con- 
ultation during the fatal iliness, in 
1038, of the former Mrs, Colbert (the 
third). 

‘Dr, Colbert alone had been giving 
her treatment, and all the consultants 
‘agreed that she was sufering from 
rastroenteritis, which was inflamm 
tion of the intestines of the stomach.

‘ecient in China and India, 

‘The sub-committee’s report also! 
registers the Japanese Government's 
Geclaration to the effect that it was: 
tunable to discover how these drugs, 
made. with the Home Ministry's 
permission for legal consumption, had 
assed into flegal trade. 

‘The ‘document further emphasizes 
that excessive mildness has been. 
shown by Japanese courts in possing

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EXCAVATIONS AT CHOUKOUTIEN 


New Finds Indicate Affinity Between the Peking 
Man and Chimpanzees 


Front Oun Owse Connesronoexe 


Polping, May 12. 

Choukoutien where the Geological 
Survey of China is conducting Its 
plazeontologieal excavations lies about 
four hours train journey from Pei- 
ping ona branch of the Peking-Han- 
kow railway. This was the place 
where, on December 2, 1929 the fam- 
ous find was made of the skull of 
Sinanthropus pekinesis, better known 
to the lay man as the Peking Man. 

‘The present excavations are being 
carried’ on a litile further north in 
the same hill-side, ‘The frst thing 
that attracts the ‘aliention of the 
visitor, showing him that this Is no 
ordinary quarrying for Time or other 
‘material, re the white lines that 
run up’ and down and actos the 
perpendicular face of the rock. The 
squares thus formed are marked 
horizontally with numbers and verli- 
cally with letters, on the same prin= 
elple as the reference squares on & 
map. 

‘This enables those in charge of 
“the excavations to define exactly the 
evel at which any particular object 
was found, a.matler of the very great 
est imporlance. Nearly 100 men are 
engaged in the work, most of whom 
aro specially trained workers. ‘The 
debris of those layers in whieh fossil 
‘or other deposits may be expected is 
put though sieve and searcled most 
earetally by specially trained men on 
the spot. And it is obvious that they 
must have considerable experience, 
not {0 say powers of observation, 
when .one saw them plek out tiny 
bils of material, as small as a tin 
tack, and show ‘them to you, saying 
that’ they are the teeth of some pre- 
historic rodent, 

Examined In Petping 

‘The greater part of the large} 
blocks that kave been dug out are, 
however, packed in baskets, carefully 
Jabelled ‘and numbered, und sent to 
Peiping to the Caenozoic Research 
Laboratory of the National Geological 
Survey of China. This laboratory 
was otganized by the Department of 
Anatomy of the Pelping Union Medi- 
‘eal College and Is supported by funds 
from the Rockefoller Foundation, Tt 
Is hore that the real discoveries are 
made, when {he. blocks are broken 
up by tralned technicians with special 
Instruments, ‘This is very  dimeult 
work, as only oceasionaliy can the 
fossil’ remains be soen on the sur- 
face, In the majority of cases it Is 
not known beforehand what will be 
found Inside the blocks. 

‘The work at the laboratory Is 
divested by Dr. Franz Weldenreich 
who was good ‘enough to skow me 
round the Inboratory and explain 
some of the latest discoveries from 
the Choukoutlen site, ‘The following 
notes are not meant as a technical 
artlele, but are merely an attempt to 
present this somewkat specialized 
ibject In as simple a way as pose 
sible to the ordinary layman. Any’ 
misinterprotations are therefore, the 
writer's and, of course, nol Dr. Wel 
denreicl 









































Important Find Mado 
In the last few days a very im- 
portant And has been made. It is a 
small piece of a temple bone that 
its exactly tke missing portion of 
‘a fragmentary human skull found 
previously en the same spot. What 
sof particular interest about this 
bbone, is that the break jine and the 
edies are slightly smooth and round 
ed, proving that it was purposely 
broken (ie, not accidentally) before 
Ht became fossilized. Now this helps 
to answer the much-disputed ques~ 
lion: under what circumstances did 
the human skulls come into the cave 
where they have been found? 
Charcoal, askes, the burnt bones of 
animals, ag also stone and bone im- 
plements, have been found in the 
fame place as the human remains, 
thus proving that the cave was un- 
doubtedly Inhabited by man at various| 
limes. “Yet it is remarkable that, 
witly the exception of three pieces, 
no traces of any other bones of the 
human body have been found there. 
It seems impossible that all the 
human skeletal remains have dis- 
appeared completely in the course of 
ime and yet that the skulls and jaw- 
bones have remained. The only logi- 
eal conclusion is that man himself 
brought the remains into the ca 














by preference the braln cases a 
jaws. 
‘Two alternative theories have been’ 





put forward to account for this. Even 
to-day, among certain primitive tribes, 
the custom exists of carrying round 
fon one’s person the skull or jaw of 
fa deceased wife or child. Ageinst 
this, however, it is argued, that if 
that were the reason for the presence 
of the skulls in the eave at Chou- 
koutien, one would expect to find 
complete skulls. Yet, with one ex- 
ception, no complete brain cases have 








plete and had been smashed later by| 
the collapse of tke cave root, for| 
Instance, the fragments of the same| 
skull ought to have been found lying} 
lose together on one spot. That Is 
not the ease. 

Bear Marks of Blows 

And finally, many skull fragments! 
bear marks of blows, as if they had| 
been broken by an instrument, while 
some of the more complete specimens| 
‘show that they have been opened| 
at the base, Dr. Weldenreich, there- 
fore, comes to the conclusion that| 
Peking Man brought the skulls’ into| 
the cave and threw them away, atter 
having broken them open, in’ order| 
fo extract the brain and eat it. The 
brain and heart have at all times| 
been highly prized by primitive| 
peoples, because they were supposed| 
fo give courage and strength when 
eaten. With possibly this exception, 
there is, however, nothing to show 
that Peking Man had cannibalist 
lastes. ‘There are traces of fre and| 
charcoal in the deposits. Nevertheless 
there are no signs of human bones| 
having been cooked in any way, 
though the ckarred bones of animals| 
have been found. 

‘The Choukoutien cave has been 
specially rich in finds of teeth, Tkis| 
hhas led to important deductions. For, 
in palmentology, the teeth are of the| 
greatest value ‘as evidence, being| 
Henerally best preserved and —also| 
particularly characteristic. Not only| 
have many isolated teeth been found,| 
but more important still, they kave| 
been found actually adhering to the| 
Jaw-bone. If only Isolated teeth had| 
been found, it would have been 
aimeult to prove that they actually| 
belonged to primitive man. 


‘Teoth Like Chimpanzee's 

The teeth of the Peking Man that 
have been discovered are much larger| 
than those of modern man and aro| 
of much the same type as those of| 
the chimpanzee. (The jaw-bones in 
welch they have been found belong| 
clearly toa human and not to an| 
ape.) This is the first time that any| 
fossil human {eeth have been found 
so akin to those of the apes. It is 
therefore evidence af the very great- 
est importance, as proving the very 
primitive eharacler of Peking Man, 
more primitive, in fact, than all the| 
other types of fossil man that have| 
hitherto been discovered. Teeth of a| 
corresponding position in the jaw! 
have been found in the Neanderthal]

or Negro races, nor of the| 
Australian aborigines, of to-day. But| 
they are found in living Mongolian 
races, thus proving that Peking Man 
thas a closer affinity with the Mongo-| 
Man than with other races. 


Further Proof of Aminity 

This aMnity is also proved from! 
the upper incisors found at Choukou-| 
lea, ‘They are of a peculiar shovel-| 
skape, which is still sometimes met 
with in a 100 por cent. Mengolian| 
types and shape, which is still some-| 
limes met with’ in a 100 per ccnt.| 
Mongolian types and Eskimos, but Is| 
ot found in European races. ‘Tho| 
alter have the depression of the 
‘shovel, but not’ the pronounced| 
bordered rim.

OF KUANGTUNG 


Large Deposits of Iron and 
Coal Uncovered 


Frost Our Own Comcsrosmerr 


Canton, Bay 16. 

IL is understood, that it'is a prero- 
quisilive to the’ operation of the 
agreement for the erection of an 
iron and steel foundry in Kuanglung 
that the British engineering firms of 
‘the participating group shall frst 
make a survey of the coal and iron 
fields of this province. The McKay: 
Co. (2) of Dayton, Ohio, some time 
ago had mining experts examine the 
known veins" and these mining 
engineers were enthusiastic as to the 
future, 

How the Provincial Government 
without waiting for further reports 
will uncover deposits of iron ore a1 
coal in five counties.

During the past few years, no small 
number of ambassadors from Japan. 
ave passed through here, Apparent 
ly it was thought desirable that these| 
envoys should be able to speak of 
/Manchoukuo from first-hand know- 
ledge. Many of the visiting ambas- 
sadors have given statements or in- 
terviews. Though they have" been 
met by officials and have been wel- 
comed and entertained extensively, 
thelr passage through the country has 
had. no effect on the ordinary life 
of the residents, But when the Am- 
bassador to Manchoukuo travels it is 
a different matter. 

‘Of course there Is one essential 
aifference in that this Ambassador 
ship is held by the Commander-in- 
Chiet of the Kwantung Army. 


Gen, Ueda's Visit 


On the occasion of the inspection 
of Mukden military establishments 
and other institutions by Gen. K. 
Ueda, Commander-In-Chiet of the 
Kwantung Army, arrangements were| 
made for an interview with the re- 
presentatives of the press, About 35 
correspondents, representatives of 
news services, reporters from local 
Papers and photographers, represent 
Jing papers and services in Man-| 
churis, Japan, China, Great Britain, 
Germany and North and South 
‘America, gathered in the small recep- 
Yion room of the Eotel where Gen. 
Ueda was ‘stopping during his stay 
in Mukden. Of course it was neces~ 
sary to be on hand early to avoid 
‘being shut out by the stoppage of 
trae. 

About twenty minutes before the 
General returned, a small detachment 
of troops in the courtyard fell in 
and, judging by the sounds, were 
given a little final practice in present- 
ing arms. In the entrance all 
belated, special arrangements were 
being made for the Chinese-speaking 
reporters to obtain a translation of| 
the “Interview.” The foreign cor- 
respondents ‘accompanied by a! 
member of the staff of the Japanese 
Consulate-General through’ whose 
courtesy thelr presence at the In- 
terview had been arranged, 


Obvious Astonishment 


Eventually bugles'were heard, and 
the oMcer In charge, gave a last 
quick look at his erowded room full, 
of the press.

FOUR SQUARE MILES 
OF POPPIES 


Startling Discovery by Anti- 
Opium Officials 


From A Comesronoext 


Chungking, May 15. 

‘The startling discovery has been 
made in the Paohing district of 
a plot of land, about four square 
miles” in area,” which is covered 
with thousands and thousands of 
poppies. An enquiry was immediate 
ly commenced, when representatives 
of the 600 inhabitants of the district 
stld that they had not received any 
instructions to cease growing these 
flowers, and had assumed that the 
‘area was beyond government con- 
trol. 

Referring the case to their 
perlor officers for action, the oF 
opium officials had a photograph of 
the poppies taken and then ordered 
the erop to be destroyed. In view 
of the fact that up to the end of 
‘April, 148 cases of poppy growing 
hhad_been reported from 31 counties 
in Szechuen, Gen. Chiang Kal-shel 
headquarters has instructed anti- 
‘oplum officials to deal with growers 
‘and local authorities strictly accord- 
ing to the newly promulgated anti- 
‘opium regulations. 

‘Meanwhile, due to the enforcement 
of compulsory registration from the 
beginning of the current month, all 
opium addicts detained since Januat 
L are being set free after they have 
been forcibly. and officially register- 
ed. From July 1 to July 31, further, 
‘a ‘house-to-house search for opium 
smokers is to be made, and all sus- 
pects will be arrested ‘for examina- 
tion. 











Bowing Down to 1dols 

‘A cominunieation has been ‘ad- 
dressed to the local newspapers by 
the Chungking New Life Association; 
the press is being asked to awaken 
the publie to the folly “ot bowing 
down to idols." ‘The communica 
tion stresses. the fact that temples 





were built’ to. encourage respect 
for men of virtue; to-day, they 
fare regarded as" places" where 


blessings ean be obtained by prayer, 
which Js considered to be a supersti- 
tion calculated “to undermine the 
self-reliance of the ignorant masses. 

‘A remarkable story has arrived 
from South Szechuen, Over 2,000 
people, says the report, have died 
‘after bing stabbed with poisonous 
pins by men who are naively des 
eribed as “a gang of evil doers.” 
Hospitals are said to be filled with 
patients suffering from the work of 
these men, who are believed to be 
“traitors or Communist agents” al- 
tempting tp disturb social peace and 
order by a reign of terror. 

‘Ten men have been arrested in 
this connection, and five of them 
have already been executed. The 
Korean owner of a dispensary in 
Suifu was arrested when his move- 
ments aroused the suspicion of the 
authorities, and an enraged mob 
subsequently stormed and wrecked 
his shop, 

Gen, Chiang was apparently fa- 
vourably impressed by his recent 
inspection tour of Szechuen, Yunnan 
and Kuelchow, He sald that the 
enti-oplum work and the work of 
reconstruction appeared to be pro- 
{ressing satisfactorily; the free labour 
service, however, had departed some- 
what from his original plans, as it 
now seemed to apply only to the 
Jabouring classes, those with more 
than moderate means not being call- 
‘ed upon to do anything. 

Sanitation, on the other hand, was 
bod, and there were a large number 
of districts, particularly in Yunnon 
and Kueichow, where not a single 
medicine shop ‘could be found. Ad- 
ministrative work appeared to be 
making a certain amount of headway, 
but he urged that great care be 
taken in selecting men for the posts 
of District Magistrates, for he had 
found that many of the latter were 
too old and incompetent for the

Just as the late Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
left a will to be recited by the whole 
nation, Mr. Hu also dictated a will, 
the full text of which follows: 

“Despite my chronic sickness which 
compelled me to recuperate abroad, 
Twas touched by the appeal of the 
Fifth National ‘Congress exhorting 
the nation to continue the struggle 
‘during this hour of ‘national erisis 
‘and returned only to find. external 
aggression more aggravated without 
‘any sign of positive resistance, In 
view of this appalling situation, the| 
poor slate of my health kas" been 
more and more affected, —perhaps| 
without a chance of recovery. 

“Por over thirty years T followed 
br. Sun Yat-sen in carrying out the 
revolution and rigidly adhere to. the| 
belief that the salvation of the country} 
ies in the enforcement of the Three 
People’s Principles. A perusal of 
present-day conditions convinees me 
that the Principle of Nationalism ean- 
hot be preserved without resistance 
{o Japanese aggression, the Principle 
‘of "Democracy cannot be realized 
‘without breaking down the dietatoriat 
system, and tke Principle of Live- 
Ubood "cannot become a reality 
without eliminating the Communists. 

“All faithful Party comrades should 
continue to abide by the teachings of 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen in order to com- 
plete our Party's task of national 
Salvation.”

A bill extending the jurisdiction 
of the U. §, Court for China over 
offences committed on the high 
eas, was approved to-day by the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives, It was 
introduced in the House by Mr 
Hatton W. Sumners, Democrat 
from Texas, 

‘The measure provides that, if 
offenders against the law on ‘the 
high seas are found in or brought 
‘rst into China, jurisdiction shall 
hold—Reuter.

‘The action was much lauded by the 
trade as the step taken by the Gov- 
‘ernment is beneficial to the farmers, 
Olatures and the export trade alike. 

‘This spring, due to demand for 
more disease-free eggs from the 
farmers the Chekiang Government, 
through the Control Committee, dis- 
tributed 1,250,000 egg cards, 490,000 
cards more than last spring. Since 
the raw silk market became much 
improved towards the later part of 
last year, the Government expected 
that "the raw silk manufacturers 
both in Chekiang and Kiangsu and 
tthe cocoon merchants will be able to 
absorb the whole supply, as it was 
never the intention of the Govern 
ment (o Indulge in the buying of 
‘cocoons, the reeling and selling of raw 
silk in competition with the people. 
Upon the expiration of the registra- 
tion period, however, the demand from 
‘sual sources for cocoons were 180,000 
plewls of native cocoons and 164,000 
plculs of improved cocoons. The pro- 
Jduction of improved cocoons is 
‘estimated to tbe $20,000 piculs and, 
consequently, there ‘will be excess 
cocoons Teft over to the amount of 
156,000 piculs. 

‘Under such circumstances, | the 
Government has no other choice than 
to buy the part .of cocoons which 
fs left over, and thence the comple- 
tion of the ‘$5,000,000 Joan. 

It is learned that after the cocoons 
fare bought, the Government will 
‘charter some up-to-date Matures for 
the reeling of silk while the selling 
fend will sll be entrusted to the 
Chekiang Rew Silk Sales Committee 
who will dispose of the silk, somg 
through direct export, and the 
majority through raw silk exporters 
in Shanghai. 

















TWO TONS OF RED 
LITERATURE 


Room Above Kitchen Used as 
Distributing Centre 


One of the largest seizures of Com~ 
munistie literature sade in Shanghai 
‘war effected early on Sunday morning: 
by detectives of Louza Station assisted 
by officers of the Police Special 
Branch, Books and pamphlets weigh- 
ing roughly two tons were confiscated, 
together with a small quantity of 
newspapers and magazines originating 
from Russia and the United States, 
With the exception of the latter all 
the matter seized was printed in| 
Chinese. One or two Chinese rubber 
stamps also were confiscated. 
‘Equipped with a search “warrant 
Issued by the First Special District 
Court, detectives led by Det. Sergt. 
R. Wilkinson went to House 74, Mai 
Ding Faung, off Wuhu Road, It was in 
a room on ‘the first floor, above the 
kkitehen, that they came upon the two 
tons of books and papers, arranged in 
piles for quick distribution. But the 
Keepers of tho special library had 
vanished and did not return yesterday. 


‘Two Men Arrested 

Another rald was carried out in 
|Sinza District, where a smaller amount 
of literature was seized and two men 
were arrested. ‘The place raided was 
@ Chinese house in Burkill Road. 

‘The seized literature will be {urned 
lover to the First Special District Court, 
for disposal, Its volume is such that 
it required three trips of a large police

Brave Chinese Constable

Police of the Pootoo Road Station 
had thelr second encounter with arm= 
ed robbers in sixteen hours at noon 
‘on Monday and an exchange of shots 
resulted in the serious wounding of 
both a Chinese constable and w Tob:

12 otelock. when they left with o 
large amount of money and Jewellery, 
the total value of the loot being over 
$1,000, 

‘As ‘they walked away, however, 
they were followed by ‘one of the 
tenants who called C-P.C, 1914, at- 
tached to Pootoo Road Station. ' The 
policeman challenged the fleeing men 
‘and they opened firo on tim. Ale 
though seriously wounded, C.P.C, 1314 
returned fire and succeeded in bring 
ing down one of the robbers, ‘The 
others escaped. 

Both the wounded men were taken 
to the Police Hospital and treated for 
gunshot wounds In tke body. 

Wounded Man Escapes

$16,500,000 SHIPPED TO 
AMBRICA 


First Silver Consignment 
Since Agreement 


A total of $16,500,000 in Chinese 
yuan is being carried to America in 
the ss, President Jackson which sailed 
on Tuesday This Is the frst consign- 
‘ment of silver to leave Chine follow- 
ing the conclusion of the monetary 
‘agreement in. Washington between 
the Chinese delegates and the 
‘Treasury Department, 

‘The amount was contained in 3,300 
boxes of $5,000 each, which were 
carried from the vault of the Central 
Bank and the Joint Savings Bank in 
‘Szechuen Road to the Bund in trucks, 
Recent announcement by ‘Dr. Kung 
that China would retain 25 per cent, 
of silver as reserve for her currency, 
hhas caused considerable speculation as 
to the quantity of silver at her dis- 
posal. 
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HEROIN RACKET FLOURISHING IN SHANGHAI 
Devastating Drug Sold at Lowest Price: Shipments. 


of Acetic 


An alarming, inerease in the use 
of heroin hasbeen noted in Shang- 
hal, it was learned from authorita- 
tive sourees on Thursday. The power 
ful drug is being sold at the lowest 
price ever. and it appeals to narcotic 
Addiets also because of the ease with 
which it can be taken—-no hypodermic 
syringe Is necessary and the drug 
‘can be smpked, mixed with tobacco. 
ina simple manner defying detection 

‘The white powder may be procured 
by addicts in many Shanghai alley- 
ways, and it 1s dispensed so quickly 
and furtively that it is well-nigh im 
possible for the various authorities to 
cope with the traMe. For a mere 
20 cents a small amount of the drug 
cau be purchased—usually mixed 
with ealfeine. © ‘The pure preparation 
‘brings about. $18-$20 an ounce, like: 
wise'a rezord low price, 

‘There are three ways in which 
heroin is used by addicts here. First. 
thore is the old-fashioned injectian 
by means of a hypodermic needle, in 
which case the drug is usually mixed 
With cocaine, ‘Then there ig. the 
method of placing a small quastity 
of the white powder on a piece of| 
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tinfoll and heating it over a spirit- 
lamp or small gas-burner. ‘The fumes 
fare inhaled inorder to produce the 
nareotic effect. 

‘The third manner Is the easiest and 
tho most popular with addicts: it 
that of smoking the drug. An ordin« 
ary cigarette is picked up, a small 
amount of the tobacco is withdrawn 
at one end and heroin substituted. 
‘Then the cigarette is rolled gently, 
{n the vertical position, until the drug 
is well mixod into the tobacco, ‘The 
clyarette is finally smoked in the 
ordinary manner, In the case of 
Chinese users, the powder is frequent 
ly smoked in the common small. 
bowled pipe, where, mixed with 
fobacco, it attracts no more attention 
than in'a cigarette, 





“Devastating Addtetion 


Heroin nddietion, as observed in 








the opinion of 
physicians, there is no cure for the 
habit, and the mental sufferings of 
the victims aro intense when thoy 
are doprived of the drug. Tho addicts 
include many foreigners, who seom 
ta react especially strongly to the 
narcotic. Some writers have com- 
pared the addiction with cancer, for 





Which no absolute cure Is as yet 
known, 
‘Acotic anhydride, the | chemicut 


which is widely used in the manu- 
facture of heroin, is being imported 
Info China in tremendous quantities, 
‘as pointed out by a member of tho 
Loague of Nations Opium Committee 
‘St Geneva. Tt is_ manufactured in 
Western Europe, Soviet Russia and 
Japan, Abroad it is used not only 
‘in the production of heroin (trom 
morphine) but in the manufacture of 
wpirin and acetyl-eellulose as. well. 
Neither’of the latter two preparations 
aro produced in China, according 10 
authentle information, "They are not 
manufactured in the Near East 
either. 

‘A League of Nations report points 
out that the Chinese Government 
established a special Customs heading 
for acetic anhydride as from January 
41, 1035, 

It is reported that a large heroin 
factory is being established at Tung- 
chow, in the autonomous East Hopei 
area,’ and that large quantities "of

Heroin is a favourite drug of 
Shanghal's criminal society and in 
many cases Is directly associated with 
criminal activities “here, Many a 
member of the elty’s underworld de- 
pends toa large extent on a power- 
ful narcotic for the “courage” neces 
sary to commit crime. ‘The narcotic 
Is ‘the handmaiden of his unlaw‘ul 
‘enterprise, 

While the White drug is commonly 
smoked by Shanghai criminals of all 
races and both sexes, itis rarely used 
in other strata of soclety here. ‘The 
Feason for its favour with the under-

Sull others 
are undoubtedly assoclated with the 
underworld although they may not 
have been arrested before, Prostitu- 
tion and heroin addiction ‘commonly 
go hand in hand, 

Retailing of Drug 

‘The retailing of the drug ts welt 
organized and the places of distribu- 
tion are many. A review of the ar- 
rests made since the traf ic assumed 
large proportions shows that a con~ 
siderable proportion of the retailers 
are Koreans and Japanese. ‘xtie local 
Japanese press makes frequent ret- 
ference to the cases, In dealing with 
offenders the courts impose widely 
differing penaltie;, Chinese connected 
with the trafic are severely punished 
and even addicts are given long terms 
by the Chinese courts. 

‘Whereas the cocaine habit can be 
broken off easily, heroin addiction 
Is so destructive to the nervous sys- 
tem that a cure Is not possible at 
present, at least no effective, genuine 

the user's 
deteriorates both 
mentally and morally. If he cannot 
obtain the narcotic he is plunged into 
deep mental distress and will do.al- 
most anything to satisfy his craving. 
Because of the vicious associations 
through which he acquired the habit 
hhis case docs not usually come to 
the attention of medical authorities 
until he either becomes seriously il 
or tangles with the law. And then 
there is generally little hope of re- 
habilitation, 

‘The physical appearance of (the 
heroin addict is usually more charac~ 
teristic than that of other narcotic 
vietims: emaciation, sallow skin, 
extreme weakness,’ and a blank 
facial expression. 

‘Owing to thelr social distribution 
—few are outside the criminal and 
pauper class—it is impossible to 
‘estimate with any degree of accuracy 
the number of heroin addicts. in 
Shanghai but it is admitted that they 
fare legion, and that the trate in 
the drug is widespread, lucrative and 
dimeult to eradicate. 

Imports Into China 
Geneva, May 20,

WAR’S IMPETUS ON ENGINEERING SKILL 


‘Institution of Civil Engineers Meets: Dr. Chatley on 
Unsolved Flood Prevention Problems 


Regretfully Mr. H. G. W. Woodhead 
had. to confess on Friday night to 
the Shanghal Association of the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers that war 
fave greater scope than peace to the 
development of engineering skill, 
‘Apart from the construction of the 
‘Queen Mary, the biggest engineering 
feat in 1925 was, in Mr. Woodh 
opinion, the penetration of thi 
by ‘Malian road-builders and m 
chenized armament, leading to the 
‘occupation of Addis Ababa. 

If China could spend on engines 
ng research funds approaching the 
amount devoted to medical research 
she would probably be able to give 
‘2 definite impetus to schemes of con~ 
siderable moment for her economle 
‘advancement. 

Tn thus winding up the speeches: 
at the annual dinner of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. Woodhead was taking his 
‘cue from the President, Dr. Herbert 
‘Chatley, who revealed that the train- 
Ing. of China's rivers presented a 
problem witich still escaped solution. 
In giving the toast of the Institue 
tion Dr. Chatley posed the problem 
thus: What were the best. measures 
to control the height of floods in al- 
luvial rivers and, in particular, 
where should flood dykes he placed? 
Controversy was unsettled on the 
point, but increased knowledge should 
provide a solution. What was the 
effect of dyke position cn flood 
jeve!? Broad flat foreshozes not 
deeply submerged at flood stage, 
did little to provide storage oF 
discharge capacity; indeed they might 
achieve the reverse. Wide spacing of 
dykes postponed undercutting and 
might reduce the specd of rise of 
water level in spates. 

In the Yangize and Yellow Rivers 
suck foreshores tended to silt to a 
high level. Close spacing might im- 
prove the hydraulic form of the 
charnel and maintain water depths, 
so helping to stabilize the water 
course, but it also encouraged the 
rapid ‘rise of the water level in 
spaies, The engineers in shor: had 
to decide how to achiove the 
training of the mean water channel 
to standard form and course combin- 
ed with optimum location of flood 
dykes.

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GIVING AID TO THE 


BLIND 


Suggestions by Dr. Luccock to 
Braille Association 


That it was possible for those who 
were blind to go a long way lo 
wards lessening the power of their 
defect in everyday life was the 
‘opinion expressed by Dr. Emory W. 
Luceock, of the Community Church, 
who spoke at the annual” meeting 
of the Braille Association for China, 
held on Thursday afternoon in the 
Missions Building, Yuen Ming Yuen 
Road. Dr. Charles E. Patton was {n 
the chair. Mr. Luccock sald that the 
‘most important ‘thing was not what 
life did to them, but what life found 
in them. “Those, however, who were 
possessed of their eyosight had bet 
ter be careful lest they. spoke of 
something of which they had no 
Feal knowledge, Tt required care to 
attempt to encourage those who had 
4 imitation not possessed by thom 


‘There were doors, declared Mr, 
Luccock, that no man could close. 
Tt ‘was part of thelr duty to 
the blind to discover what” had 
closed for them the door of vision, 
and there were now remedies that 
were unheard of but a short timo 
ago, He would like, he said, to 
study the documents that had been 
left by those who had done thelr best 
when the doors leading into the full- 
est experience of life had been 
closed to them, “Included in this 
study would be a great deal of the 
most inspired literature © that had 
been written, He had recently 
inspected. a machine for ‘making 
phonographic records with which to 
bring to the blind a large" portion 
of the world's best “literature, An- 
other side of life that they had to 
‘keep open to those who were aflcted 
with blindness was that of goodwill. 
Only the person himself could decide 
to wipe out goodwill from his out 
Jook on tife, and they in the Braille 
Literature ‘Association were seeing 
that the blind were not taking this 
step. 





Creative Inspiration 

Braille himself, continued Mr. 
Luceoek, decided to use his blindness 
to work out some means whereby he 
could bring a blessing upon. those 
who were similarly .aMicted. ‘The 
second part of their responsibility 
was to “transform. the lives of the 
blind into something creative, and 
to help thom to transcend ' thelr 
aMiction, Where there was some 
definite defect that could not be 
transformed thelr responsibility was 
to transcond that defect of lite, Life 
threw outa challenge to those with 
such a limitation to discover its 
most creative, helpful and inspir- 
ing possibilities of life, ‘Their 
responsibility, then, was to show to 
the blind how rich life could be in 
spite of that limitation, 


‘The problem that they all had was 
fo keep the world ‘of reality In the 
background, and to concentrate on the 
spiritual world, For a world that 
‘was go obvious to their physieal eyes 
to take second place to the world of 
spiritual reality wag a dimcult prob- 
Tem, but it could be done more suc- 
cessfully by a person whose physical 
eyes were closed than by one whose 
Qualities wore normal. In this res 
eet, blind people had a very real 
advantage. 

‘A Braille demonstration was given 
afiorwards by students from the 
institute for the Chinese Blind,

‘Arnold, American Commercial 
‘Altaché, in an address given before 
‘udentg of the Schoo! of Commerce 
of the University of Shanghai In the 
Union Church Hall on Thursday eve 
ning.

‘Mr, Arnold said that great progress 
had been made in foreign trade in 
the United States during the last 
few years. He could remember the 
time when foreign trade in America 
simply meant selling their goods to 
other countries, and. implied merely 
exports, and net imports, ‘They had 
now learnt, however, that they must 
expect to buy if they expected to 
ell, ‘They realized the. signifeance 
of international, relationship. 

‘He had been in their country now, 
no continued, for 33 years, and had 
come to ealize that if America was 
to do business ‘with China, she must 
not only take a large share of China's 
commodities. in exchange, but must 
fo farther than that and’ try to en- 
courage the Chinese people to in~ 
ferease and improve thelr purchosing 
power, and develop their own 
Fesourees, 

Customs Surveys 

He referred to the customs surveys 
conducted in China, and said that 
these had recently been Improved to 
a very large extent, and compared 
Very favourably with those of other 
Countries. The most up-to-date 
machines with perforated cards were 
ised to assemble. facts relating, to 
China's trade. and these now 
fesued very promptly. Looking back 
upon these “figures, some very in- 
eresting. developments could he 
noted, He could write a very in- 
Teresting book on China, trom the 
customs. slatisties alone, ‘They went 
back before the beginnings of the 
present century, when China's ex 
ports were very easy to calculate, 
fs there were so few ttems ‘The 
bulk of China's exports consisted of 
silky and tea, On the imports side, 
the majority’ of items were made up 
of oplum, cotton goods, woollen goods, 
and’ very lite else.” ‘The total of 
exports In 1864 amounted to about 
twenty cents per capita, but they now 
stood at from fifteen to twenty times 
that amount. Developments had been 
such that of Chinese Imports opium 
had been ‘wiped out, cotton goods 
Were declining, and instead severat 
hundred important. items had taken 
thelr place. Over one hundred of 
these brought in $1,000.00 a year, 

‘silk and tea now occupied com= 
paratively unimportant places. in 
Ching’s exports. As regards. im= 
ports, such Hems as cars, telephones, 
Fadios. tollet articles, chemicals and 
‘dyes, paints, building materials, 
felentiNe Instruments, and various 
iyner of machinery. were included, 
Und. the "people were becoming 
mechanized. Expors were expand- 
ng, wood oll being an important 
item, paint varnish was being manu= 
fnetared, a valuable typeof vegel- 
fable oll wax being produced, and such 
Homs as carpet wool, feathers, and 
colton were being exported to 
‘America. In the tea trade, however, 
China had Tost. very badly, as other 
rations had marketed it in a very 
practical way. 

Influence of Other Nations

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HORRORS OF FAMINE 
IN CHINA 


Starving People Reduced to| 
Cannibalism 


“One girl was beaten to death by 
her mother and her legs were cut off 
for meat,” said Mr. C. H. Lowe, acl- 
Ing director of the income production 
department ‘of the China Inter~ 
national Famine Relief Commission 
(Shanghai office), in the course of 
fan address on famines and the work, 
‘both past and present, of the com: 
mission, which -he delivered at the 
luncheon of the British Universities’ 
Luncheon Club on Tuesday, May 19, 
in the Metropole Hotel. 

Introduced by Mr. Sing Loh Hsu, 
the Chinese chalrman, Mr. Lowe said 
that the commission’ was doing its 
best {0 eliminate famine entirely 
from the map of China, The majority 
‘of the people in Shanghai did not 
know of the terrible conditions exist- 
‘ng tn the interlor, nor realized thelr 
seriousness, He wished his listeners 
to realize that although comparitive 
prosperity might exist in the clty, 
rural disintegration was poisoning the 
life of the Chinese Inland, 

He quoted briefly from a lelter he 
had. received from Shensi in April; 
famine conditions, sald. the weiter, 
were extremely bad, and in many 
places the people were reduced to 
euting human flesh. A lltile boy of 
3 years of age, he sald, was sold to a 
‘Mohammedan for $2.60, the fly cents 
woing to the middleman, 

China had suffered from at least 68 
important floods and droughts. since 
1920, and millions of lives had been 
lost,’ It had been estimated, further, 
that the total loss incurred would 
hhave been sufieient to pay for all 
China's foreign and domestic debts; 
that the food. supplies destroyed. in 
1981 alone would have been sufficient 
to feod a city the siz of Shanghal 
for seven years; and that the total 
Josses in 1984 would have been suf 
lent. to establish 800 colton mills, 
capable of giving employment to a 
million people, 

It had been sald that the Chine 
fs individuals, were extremely selis 
In the ‘Wisastrous famine of 1928 to 
1990, hundreds of thousands of people 
were forced to become bandits or 
sell thelr children, and this undoubted. 
ly influenced the’ racial traits of the 
ordinary Chinese, ‘The majority of 
the Chinese were ititerate, and many 
of the farmers believed that famines 
were due to forces beyond their 
control. A small group of people 
thought otherwise, however, and. in 
September, 1021, 'the China  inter- 
national Famine’ Relief Commission 
‘came into being, with the two main 
‘objects of conducting reliet measures 
‘in times of famine, and the promotion 
‘of ways and means of preventing 
future famines. 


Famine Rellet Principles 























‘To-day, after Atieen years of work, 
the commission no longer followed a 
hit and miss method of dealing with 
the problem, but had. evolved “five 
simple principles, which were:—Froe 
rellef should be given in emergencies 
where local resources were inade- 
uate; in times of emergency as much 
relief’ as possible should be given in 
the form ‘of either labour on emor~ 
wency projects or of shor!-term loans; 
drives should be made for the pro= 
motion and execution of famine 
preventive projects (either as emer 
ueney work on roads, dykes, ete, or 
us an improvement of the eeonuiie 
conditions of the people by co- 
‘operative enterprises); in both famine 
relief and preventive’ work responsi 
bility should be vested as much as 
possible with government authorities 
‘and the local people; and finally, that 
the C.LER.C, funds should be used in 
ways that would, prove most useful 
towards the attainment of the maxi- 
mum results for the end in view. 

During the past Afteen years, the 
Commission had spent some $15,000, 
000, "a large proportion of which 
went to constructive engineering 
projects, including irrigation, the 
Dullding’ of “dykes and highways, 
dams, and so on. ‘There were, 
further, the co-operative societies 
originally started by the commission, 
which not only assisted the farmers 
Ananelally, but gave them the right 
opportunity to learn collective meth- 
ods of working together in a group 
te, 

In addition, he did not think he 
was boasting ‘when he sald the Com= 
mission had given China a number 
of “invisible benefits." In conjunction 
‘with the National Economie Council, 
It had" tained. Its personnel ina 
Jeadership which meant that in an 
‘emergency China would have a staff 
Feady to serve the country.

MOSQUITOES WHICH BEAR DISEASE 


The “Little Brown Fellows” 


Who Carry Filariasis: Dr. 


S. M. K. Hu Tells of Fifteen Local Species 


“Public Enemy No. 1 of the Insect 
World,” alias the mosquito, and re- 
search in. Shanghal on the’ transmis- 
sion of disease by these pests, was 
the subject of a talk before the 
Shanghal Rotary Club at the weekly 
luncheon in the Metropole Hotel on 
‘Thursday. ‘The lecture was illustrated 
by some excellent films taken by Mr. 
R, V, Dent, of the photographic de- 
partment of the Lester Institute of 
Medical Research, methods used in 
carrying out the fesearch, as well as 
tho flarial parasites and the mosquito 
hosts, seen with the ald of microcine- 
ography, being shown. 

‘The speaker, Dr. Stephen M. K. 
Hu, of tke Lester Institute, was in 
troduced by Mr. Wm, Yinson Lee, 
chairman of the programme com: 
mittee, who sald that Mr. Hu had done 
f great deal of research work during 
past eight years, which ougured 
well for Bis tale on such a “very 
Diting and stinging subject” 

Although the public was familiar 
with the fact that mosquitoes carried 
malaria, commenced Dr. Hu, it was 
rot generally known that these pests 
were responsible for the transmission 
of an even worse disease called 
Maglasis, Quinine was a good drug 
to use in combating malaria, | but 
Mlariasis, once it reached a bad stage, 
‘was one of those diseases that medi- 
eal science had yet (o discover a good 
eure for. 

Tt was therefore important that it 
be known what particular species of 
mosquito. carried the disease In 
Shanghal, in order that precautions 
could be taken, and for the past three 
years the ontomological laboratory of 
the Lester Institute had been carry- 
ing on research work with the fifteen| 
different species found locally. 


Cause of Elephantiasis 


Filarlasis was caused by parasitic 
worms, known sclentiically a8 
touchereia, bancroftt, which” were 
‘about three inckes long and lived in 
the Iymphatle system of man when 
fully grown. They occasionally caused 
fa blockage in this region, when arms, 
Jegs, and other parts of the human 
body “became swollen considerably. 
‘Tels disease was known as ele- 
phantiasis. 

‘The fillarial worms gave birth to 
‘millions of embryos, called —mlero- 
Alarioe, which were released into the 
blood stream and infected a mosquito 
when it bit 2 filarial subject. A 
Mlarial subject, Incidentally, | often 
contained over 200 mierofllariae in a 
single drop of blood. This type of 
person was quite common around 
Shanghal, 181 per cent. of the prison- 
ers in the town of Paoshan, for In- 
stance, being found to show these 
embryo worms in thelr blood. Most 
‘of the flarfal cases locally, however, 
id not show any marked symptoms. 

‘Microfilarlae Fad the pecullar habit 
‘of coming to the vessels of the skin 
‘only at night, disappearing into the 
Internal parts of the body daring the 
day; Just why this was had yet to be 
discovered. Hence a mosquito whicb 















































more likely to be in turn infected. 

‘After the proper type of mosqilto| 
had sueked up a number of mlcro- 
Mlariae with its little meal of blood, 








}these worms penetrated its stomach 
walls and lodged in the musele flbres 


ot thelr insect host, ‘and proceeded 
to ineubate for sbout a fortnight. ‘The 
worms grew considerably into a very 
Infeetive form, became very active, 
‘and wriggled their way into the pro: 
bosels of the mosquito, ready to infect 
whoever became bitten. ‘Then, the 
Infeetive flarial Tarvac penetrated the 
‘man's skin, and continsed to develop 
to maturity in the lymphatle region, 
when the whole vicious elrcle started 
again. 








Controlling the Disease 

‘Tee microfilariae in a man's blood, 
however, had to be sucked up by the: 
proper kind of mesquite, otherwise 
they merely died off in’ the blood 
stream. The bite of an infected mos- 
‘quito was the only way one could 
et the disease of Alarlasis, so that 
by controlling the mosquitoes capable 
of carrying the worms one could 
control the spread of the disease. 

Dr. Hu then described how | the 
eptibility of the various species 
f mosquitoes was tested, “wrigglers” 
of tke different types being reared 
m the laboratory and allowed to bite 
man who was q Marlal caso and 
had volunteered his services. Four- 
teen days of incubation was allowed 
for. the Mlarial worms to complete 
thelr development in the infected 
‘mosquitoes, after which cach species 
fof mosquito was dissected, and the! 
results of the experiment noted. 

‘As a result, it was found that they 
could not develop in most of the 
Tocal species. In some, the embryo 
worms died soon after they wore 
{aken up; such was the case with the 
ite black mosquito with white spots, 
called the “tiger mosquito,” which, 
he reminded his listeners, usually 
bites us during the day time in sum- 
mer. In the ease of the big black 
Ipesgutoes which visited one during 
tke autumn months, the flarial worms 
only developed half way, and then 
dled. 


























‘The Best Carriers 

Unfortunately, it was found that 
the best carrler of filariasis was the| 
common spécles of house mosquit 
known as eulex piptens, which were 

he little brown fellows that pester 
use In our houses and on our lawn 
at night all through the mosquito 
season.” This species was abundant 
‘due to Its reediness to breed wherever 
there was stagnant and polluted 
water, and In some of the Institute's 
experiments, over 90 per cent. of the| 
cules pipiens which had bitten the 
flarlat case were found to have fully, 
developed infective Marisl ~ worms| 
when dissected. 

‘As an example of how quickly this 
species became infected, Dr. Hu men- 
tioned that mosquitoes’ of this type 
were collected from the laundry of 
Tungehl University, Woosung. on. 
soveral mornings: six workers, two 
‘of whom were filarial cases, lived 
there. When 245 of these mosquitoes 
were dissected and examined, they 
found that 42, or 17 per cent. were 
mfected with Maris! worms. As| 
many as 75 infective filarial worms 
were found in a single mosquito. 
Concluding on a warning note, Dr. 
Hu said that asthe infective filarial 
parasites could remain alive for over 
fw months in the infected eulez 
pipiens mosquito, one could readily

CHINA MATCH-MAKING 


If you are rich enough to buy 
your matches and do not have to 
Meal them from the hotel or your 
friends" desks you perhaps may be 
fable to purchase a packet of ten 
boxes neatly wrapped up in a paper 
cover with a more or less gorgeous 
label ‘on the top. As you thought- 
lesely tear’ this wrapper off you 
probably do not think of the condi 
Hons in which it was brought to the 
parpose It serves. 

In the factory of the American 
Far Eastern Match Co. Federal Inc. 
U.S.A. on the north side of Soochow 
Creek, there are one or two ladies 
who perform the task with the 
rapidity of the hand which deceives 
the eye, ‘The attempt to time the 
‘operation ag the ten boxes were put 
in front of the lady and her nimble 
hands folded the paper, seized the 
paste and put the label on the top, 
Was almost defeated for want of an 
athletic sports offlcial's stopwatch. 
Using the rough and ready 
method of the ordinary wrist 
watch, It seemed that one of 
them "did it in something like ten 
seconds, and the other, who was 
the star performer of the factory, 
managed to reach the amazing time 
fof six seconds. But that is only one 
of the Tevelations in going over this 
factory, which Is the only match 
factory’ in China performing all 
operations—right up to the Interven 
Mon of the nimble lady—by 
‘means of machinery. The dipping of 
matches in other factories in China 
ig done by hand. Here machinery 
imported from Sweden performs the 
whole operation. 





Mow Machinery Does it 

‘The match sticks are fitted— 
thousands of them—into a belt dotted 
with holes. ‘Tien, upside down, they 
are carried by the machinery through 
t paraifin bath. ‘Then later they are 


plunged into black, muddy com~ 
position of chlorate "of potash and 
other ingredients. ;Thence the 


‘machine slowly carries them round so 
that they arrive at an erect position, 
with thelr litle black heads properly 
‘adjusted, and proceed through 
Various ‘processes of drying until 
they come to the place where 
another machine seizes them in care- 
fully regulated batches, passing them 
in Jerky little movements through 
several ingenious contraptions which 
pat them to the right degree of 
heatness and regularity, and then 
finally presses them firmly into the 
already arrayed boxes, which another 
‘aadget immediately proceeds to close 
and. pass on to the packing depart- 
‘ment. 

Bui this is beginning in the middle 
of the proceedings. Out in the yard 
will be seen logs of aspen from 
U.S.A. oF perhaps from Canada, logs 
lof pine, which are all sawn, not by 
machinery but by hand, into proper 
Tengths; then put — info machinery 
‘and turned. into match "boxes or 
matches according to requirements. 
‘The wood used for the matches | is 
aspen, but for the boxes pine is the 
most’ popular wood. ‘The machine 
strips ‘these logs by revolving move- 
ments and turns” them into what 
appears to be flat paper. Then a 
Knife comes along, and another 
machine ‘works mysiical movements 
‘whieh bend the material in the right 
Gegree of diagonal symmetry to 
enable otier machines to complete 
the process of box-making. Power- 
fol red dye, blue paper ribbons, 
paste (which has to be doctored to 
Giscourage its use .as an article of 
food), all come inio the picture.

‘This 
ig not a forelgn word, but Chinese, 
meaning one of those silifully woven 
bamboo packing-cases which are 
actually made with almost as clever 
rapidity as the packing of the matches 
themselves. In Japan the word is 
“ton” but it applies to six of these 
ting” So in the match-making in 
dustry, in which Japan of course is 
‘also interested, you may have 3 
‘Sino-Japanese table to the effec: that 
“One ton equals six tins,” and six 
tins contain 7,200 boxes of matches, 
and u ox contains 95 matches ot 
thereabouts. With the number of 
this counted it could be possible for 
skilful caleulaters to arrive at the 
number of matches present and cor~ 
Feet in the godown thus inspected, 
but the task ‘will not be attempted 
here, 
Heal Working Conditions 
‘The factory itself presents none of 
those distressing sights and sources: 
of embarrassment to which pointed 
eference has been made in the press 
ately. ‘Tho young women who look 
fafter the machines when the motches 
have reached the packing stage are 
‘well provided with light and air and 
‘space. The firm has nothing to do 
with contractors or compradores. It 
recruits its own staff and a large 
‘number of the men in one room come 
from Shantung. On the premises are 
2 baeketball ground, football, pitch, 
fond a tennis court, the last for the 
foreign employees who supervize the 
various operations. ‘The football 
eam shows its presence in the factory 
by the appearance on many heads 
of blue caps with badges and Xt 
Shirts bearing the club insignia, and 
fone of the prominent figures in the 
factory isa gentleman who on his 
‘khaki coat wears. five silver stars 
Indicating that he is the President of 
tho Health Club, as it is called, and 
{hls club provides for the athlet 
football diversions of the employees 
In their spare time, 
‘Training of Instevetors 
‘The forelgn supervisor is a trained 
expert from Sweden, who before he 
fe sent out to foreign lands has to 
study the subject thoroughly, not only 
In the technfeal details of the match- 
making business, but with a view to 
his being able to handle the labour 
awaiting him overseas, For, in 
Sweden the young match expert will 
have to undergo a course of languages 
before he is actually considertd fit 
to go abroad, and whether it is Chin- 
ese or Urdu he has to make himself 
Sufciently acquainted with It to be 
able rapidly to acquire the art of 
Keeping. in’ close contact with the 
Yabour at his command. ‘The way in 
which the machines handle great logs 
of wood and eventually turn them 
Into the delicate little sticks earried 
by every smoker in his pocket is & 
wonder to the observer, So, the im- 
Pression of this factory, ‘with its 
orderly atmosphere, the quietness of 
fis human denizens, and tho general 
smoothness of the operations, i= ex- 
{raordinarily vivid, It betokens an 
‘organization which can make the 
‘best use of machinery but in so doing 
does not neglect to study the vagaries 
fand ‘requirements of the human

‘Act of Congress of 1024. 

‘The agreement, Mr, “Morgenthau 
added, was of a kind which would be| 
helpful in achieving international 
‘Stabilization of currencies, and he in- 
Gicated his readiness to consider 
further steps looking toward stabiliza- 
tion with other countries. The Secre- 
tary sald that he thought conversa- 
tlons with other countries separately 
was a better method of progressing 
toward stabilization of the world 
monetary situation than the calling of 
‘an international conference.

IN SHANGHAI 


Cost of Living and Import 
Prices Coming Down 


Wholesale and export prices are 
going up steadily in Shanghai while 
Import prices and cost of living of 
working classes Is declining slowly. 
This Is revealed in the returns for 
the month of April, just issued by the 
National Tariff Commission pamphlet 
of indices, 

Wholesale prices in this port rose 
above the 1626 level, .at 100, from 
October lest year at 94.1 to 1033 for 
November, the same for December, 
then 1043 for January this year, 105.4 
for February, the same for March 


Export prices here have not yet sur- 
assed 1928 level but rose from 90 
for December steadily to 973 for 
‘April. Import prices, on the con- 
trary, while well above the 1926 level, 
are declining, though more slowly, in 
having dwindled from 1415 for 
December to 140.9 for April. 

Cost of living figures for the work. 
ing classes seemed to have reverted 
to January's level which nonetheless. 
Ig quite above the 1926 level. With 
‘that year as basis at 100, it is shown 
that ‘cost of living in ‘the general 
Index most largely affected by food 
prices, the April level is 111.7 agninst| 
1141 for March and 112 for February 
which is but a point above the Jan- 
tuary level af 111, December's level 
‘was 1003 which was arrived at after 
slow progressing from the low of the 
last year in October at 103.9.

Capital Reduction Granted

Counsen: Mr. Ranald MeDonald, for the 
Politioners, 

A petition for the confirmation of 
a reduction in capital by the Electric 
& Musical Industries (China), Lid, 
‘was granted by Judge P. Grant Jones 
in H. M. Supreme Couri on Monday, 
‘May 18, An order was slso made that 
the notice of the registration of the 
order and of the minutes should be 
Inserted once in ‘tho. “North-China 
Daily News” and once in the “Shang- 
hal Times” within ten days of such 
registration. 

‘Mr. Ranald MeDonald, for the 
petitioners, sald that the firm was in- 
corporated on June 25, 1934, under 
the Hongkong Company's Ordinances, 
with its registered offices at 1009 
Route de Zikawel, for the business of 
the manufacture ‘and distribution of 
framophones, records, and similar 
ines. “The ‘capital of the company 
‘was ‘fixed at CS.$1,000.000, made up 
of 10.000 shares ‘of $100 cach, with 
ower to increase or decrease; 10,000 
shares had, in fact, beon issued and 
wore fully’pald up. 

By a special resolution passed at an 
extraordinary general meeting held 
fon December 14, 1935, it was decided 
to reduce the capital of the company 
to CS.$700,000, made up of 10,000 
shares of $70 each: holders of these 
shares would receive $30. per share 
back from the company in order to 
bring them down to this value. 


Excess of Capftat 

‘The capital returned to the share- 
holders, said Mr. MeDonald, was, in 
‘excess of the amount required by the 
company for the development of its 
Dusiness, and this was due to the 
closing of certain branches, sales of 
property, realization of claims, and 
80.00, 

Th Fesponse to an onqulry by Mr. 
MeDonald, his Lordship sald. that 
there was no reason why the book 
containing the minutes of the meet 
ing should be retalned by the Court. 
From the commonsense point of view, 
It would appear that a certified 
extract was all that would ever be 
necessary, but he was of the opinion 
that the ‘minutes book would have 
to be at least produced in Court on 
certain specific occasions. There was 
hho reason, as far as he could 
however, why it should not be taken 
back by. the company afterwards, 
‘against an oMfclal recelpt.

Supreme Court to-day held the Guffey Coal Mining Act, the 
Jittle N-R.A.” of the bituminous coal mining industry, unconstitu-

Recovery Act and the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 


Ruling in the caso, brought by the 
Carter Coal Co, through its president, 
Mr. James Walter Carter, the Court 
held’ that the provisions’ for fixing 
of minimum coal prices and the 
method of assuring the rights of 
Tabour unions, as well as the impost- 
tlon of a 18" per cent. tax on the 
sale of coal or on its fair market

RESCUE OF TWO 


ENTOMBED MEN 


Hundreds Labour Desperately for Ten Days: Victims 
Sent to Hospital by Aeroplane 
Fuont Ovn Ow Comsromerr 


‘Montreal, Apr. 24. 

‘The end of one of the greatest 
stories in Canadian mining rescue 
work, and one that must stand as 
almost unique in the whole world, 
‘was written early on ‘Thursday morn: 
Ing at Moose River, Nova. Scotia, 
when Dr. D. E, Robertson. and Mr. 
Alfred Scadding’ were brought to the 
surface of the gold mine which they 
hud been examining, after being In a 
living tomb for just over ten. days, 
As soon as the intrepid rescuers had 
‘Anished the task of partly carrying, 
and partly dragging the two sur 
vivors up the steep and treacherous 
shalt, they returned to the eavernous 
eptlis of the mine and reverently 
brought out the body of Mr. Herman 
‘Magill, former ‘Toronto lawyer, and 
partner of Dr. Robertson in ‘whet 
Aurned out to be such a tragic mining 
venture, 

‘The extent to which public Interest, 
not only in this country and in the 
United States, but also across the 
Atlantic in England and elsewhere, 
‘was roused, was in large measure due 
te the tension ereated by the giving 
‘out of half-hourly radio broadcasts 
fon the progress of the rescue we 
curing the greater part of three days. 

‘This was corrled ound’. the 
vegis of the Canadian Radio Com- 
miisalon, but was gradually distributed 
t9 more and more stations as the 
‘wore of digging a sufe trench 
through the caved-in sections of the 
mine progressed. ‘The only eritielsm 
that might be made of these broad- 
casts, which represented the entry of 
the Radio Commission into an en- 
tively new and strange fleld, was that 
‘on numerous occasions there was 
nothing new to report. 

On these occasions ‘the announcer 

ato content himself with a 
statement, but let loose a flood 
of high-sounding adjectives regarding 
the dangers being braved by. the 
rescuers, and closed with the promise 
that there might be “something very 
Important to tell of in another halt- 
hour." 





























Indomitable Courage 


Columns regarding the progress of 
the rescue work have filled the daily 
papers throughout Canada for nearly 

‘but the essential story 
con be told fairly briefly. In tiv 
‘essence it is a story of indomitable 
‘courage, of splendid co-operation be- 
‘tween government officials, engineer- 
ing experts and gallant miners, and 
of refusing to be bamed by the 
numerous setbacks that occurred 
during the days and nights of tense 
‘and unremitting effort, 

‘Messrs. Robertson, Herman Maglll 
end Alfred Seadding were trapped in 
the Moose River gold mine at the 
AMl-foot level by a caverin shortly 
after 11 p.m. on April 12, ‘The follow- 
ing day 100 miners started to work 
towards them, although from tho 
start there was considerable uneas! 
‘ess on account of the rotten condi 
tion of the timbering in the shafts of 
the Jong unused mine. On that day 
smoke was seen coming out of the 
depths of the mine, and this was 
taken as a direct proof that the men 
bhad not been killed by the fest cave- 

‘Soon atter the miners started work 
further cave-ins occurred, blocking 
fone after another of the possible 
means of access to the men. On 
‘April 14 the Nova Scotia Government 
began to take a hand by sending in 
engincers and equipment. Almost at 
‘once the plan was evolved of making 
‘a two-inch diamond drill hole direct 
to the entombed men, so that some 
contact might be available with them 
during the rescue period. For the 
next three days the drilling went on, 
and during that time there was a 
Progressive mobilization of experts, 
further equipment and necessary 
supplies from far and near. 

‘Trained rescue workers from the 
coal mines of Nova Scotia teamed 
up with experienced miners from the 
fold mines of Northern Ontario to 
ursue the safest and most efficient 
path to the lost men. An emergency 
hospital unit was formed,and brough< 
to the mine site from Halifax, to care 
for any Injured rescuers, and also to 
‘be ready for the release of the three 
prisoners, 


Drlll Penctrates (o Cavern 

On April'18 the diamond drill 
penetrated to the cavern where the 
anen were trapped. Dr. Roberton ex- 
plained after his rescue that they had 
not heard the drilling at all; they dd, 
however, see the flare that was 
dropped’ through the newly-formed 
hole to attract their attention, and 
fled from It thinking that ‘some

Rising Water Endangers Victims 

But rising waters made it more ana 
more difficult for them to make ths 
short but tiresome journey from their 
relatively dry cave to the base of the 
hole, They held on to their ‘small 
telephone line, by which they Kéht 
im touch with those above ground, 
but would not venture forth for any- 
thing else. ‘The splendid physique 

id tremendous morale of Dr. Robert 
son kept up the courage of the two 
men as hour after hour slipped by 
without any definite hope being given 
them from above that they could be 
Feached, Scadding became allictet 
with “trench fect,” and his mind 
wandered somewhat, but his’ condi- 
tion never became unduly serious: 
fortunately for both. 

‘The progress of the rescue efforts 
after communication had been es 
tablished with the entombed trio was 
slow, but it was on thoroughly sound 
lines. Due to the dangers from fur- 
ther ‘cave-ins in the weakened mine 
structure work with dynamite was 
stopped, and all digging was done by 
‘manual labour. An endless chain of 
brave miners passed out the earth In 
bucketfuls, ond as they advanced 
solid timbering was installed to make 
them secure as. they worked, On 
April 21 Dr. Robertson asked for a 
fountain pen to be lowered, and it 
was believed that he was about > 
make his last testament; repeated de- 
lays had sapped the hopes of the 
trapped men, and the impossibility of 
giving them’ any definite assurances 
‘of escape made them think that their 
rescuers were baled. 


Could Endure 48 Hours Longer 

‘On April 22 Dr. Robertson seemed 
to gain new hopes, and he reporte! 
to those above that he and his com- 
anion could last another 48 hours if 
Recessary, Meanwhile fresh rescue 
workers ‘had come in from other 
Nova Scotla mines, fine young men 
eager to give thelr best in the 
struggle to attain the goal. Reports 
‘were given out that those men on 
duty almost refused to be relieved, 
even though they had to work hour 
after hour in eramped positions, and 
in continual canger of further catas- 
trophe. As the morning of that day 
wore on, Dr. Robertson telephone! 
that he could hear the voices of th 
rescue workers; a little later he was 
able to converse freely with the 
‘miners, even though they were some 
distance away. Above ground it was 
believed hat’ by noon the rescus 
‘woulc be completed, 


Saved at Midnight 

‘Then, with victory in their grasp, 
another tantalizing setback came for 
the rescuers. Directly ahead of them 
‘was a eribwork of wood and twisted 
steel—the result of a collapse in the 
‘old mine structure. ‘They dared not 
slash through jt for fear of further 
cave-ins, And so they must needs 
burrow slowly and carefully througi: 
the few feet of rock and earth that 
would allow them to get around the 
obstacte, 

"The day passed, and the early 
hours of the night dragged on; then, 
shortly before midnight Dr. Robertson 
called up the fimsy telephone line,

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SKY BLUE CIRCLE. 
By KuxiKos 
‘More than two hundred years 
ago certain Miao tribes in Kuang- 
tung rose in rebellion against the 
Chinese emperor then on the throne. 
|General after general was sent 
south from Peking to suppress the 
rebels, but all failed. ‘The emperor| 
then decided to give a large reward 
to anyone who could succeed where 
the generals had been defeated; and 
there came a Buddhist monk, Lo 
‘Tsu by name, who routed the rebels| 
and restored ‘the Imperial authority 
by means of Buddhist incantation 
Not a shot was fired. It appeared. 
that all that was necessary was Lo 
‘Tsu with his incantations, for a 
Javge part of the empire to be 
restored to its former allegiance. 
Lo Tsu returned to the capital of 
the empire to claim his reward and 
‘a grateful emperor conferred upon 
him a distingusthed Buddhist name, 
stopping short of handing over any 
‘of the imperial reserves of bullion, 
‘This nominal promotion seems, 
however, to have satisfied Lo Tsu, 
who returned to the regions of his 
incantatory victory, and practised 
the Buddhist rites with such ussi~ 
dulty that he attracted to himself 
three disciples who were destined 
to make his name—and incidentally 
their own—notorious in Chinese 
history for the part their followers 
play to-day in the opium and other 
drug rackets all over the Yangtze 
Valley. 





‘The names of the three disciples 
were Wang, Chien, and Pan, but 
they were ‘not well received by 
their patron. Upon their request 
for tuition under his able guidance, 
Lo Tsu returned to the Yongtze, 
which he crossed in a small boat 
of reeds. Going to Hangchow, he 
crawled into a narrow cave and left 
his supporters outside, According 
to the oficial account of this ex- 
ploit, the mouth of the cave was 
0 narrow that only a person who 
could take upon himself the ap- 
pearance and agility of a serpent 
could enter it. And thus Messr 
Wang, Chien, and Pan were left to 
regard the pit-like opening in some~ 
thing akin to consternation, de- 
prived by the eccentricities of their 
chosen teacher of the privilege of 
sitting at his fect. They were not 
downhearted by the disappearance 
of their leader, however, calculating 
very nicely that he must come out 
of the hole sooner or later. So they 
‘camped opposite the opening of the 
eave and possessed their souls in 
patience, ‘They had not been there 
more than a few days before a 
beautiful young boy came out of 
the kole and gave them a message. 
He said: “Did you come to ask for 
lessons from the reverend priest? 
Tome to you from him to promise 
to give you lessons only if you can 
wait for him to come out, with 
your waists in red snow and booted 
to the knees in reeds.” 





‘To the average person these con- 


ditions would have been quite 
enough, Red snow! Knee-boots 
of reeds! But the three disciples 


‘were not average persons, and they 
decided {0 wait outside the hole until 
their chosen mentor turned up. It 
happened that the winter season 
that year was particularly severe, 
and the three of them found them= 
selves before long kneeling in a 
condition of semi-coma in deep 
snow which completely obscured 
the hole down which thelr reverend 
professor had disappeared. One of 
the ¢ became sufficiently 
galvanized by the weather condi~ 
tions to go forth and gaths 
ice stalks to protect himse! 
his companions from the blizzard. 
‘These rice stalks the three then laid 
over their heads as a kind of 
thateh covering. ‘This proved very 
‘agreeable for the three, but they 
had omitted to take ‘into their 
calculations that the birds would be 
unable to find anything to eat while 
snow covered the ground. ‘These 
birds discovered that the rice stalks 
had some seeds of rice still attached 
fo them, and they therefore perched 
on the heads of the three disciples 
‘and pecked at the seeds. ‘The heads 
of the three disciples suffered 
through the pecking, and their 
blood flowed down and encarmined 

















the snow round their knees. Red 
snow! Coming out their trance, 
the three noted the red snow and 
rose up to rejoice. ‘They then saw 
that reeds had grown up cround 
them and that they were knee-deep 
in them. Knee-boots of recds! In| 
‘the middle of the rejoicing over the| 
fulfilment of Lo Tsu's conditions, Lo| 
‘Tsu himself appeared and_ said: 
“Come to me, you three; you are 
now my disciples.” 

After three months’ special coach~ 
ing in Buddhist incantations, the 
three monks were despatched by 
their teacher into the Grand Canal, 
region to suppress the activities of 
river gangs who were robbing the 
boats that carried the rice of the 
peasants to Peking for tribute. 
‘This was a very important task, for 
along the winding length cf’ the 
Grand Canal—then the principal 
thoroughfare linking the north with 
the Yangtze Valley—there were 
bandits and gangsters who levied! 
much resented, tolls on the grain 
and bullion being sent to satisty 
the demands of a foreign dynasty, 
the Manchus. To check this rob- 
bery the three monks founded a| 
society called the Kiang Yin Su| 
Pang and provided it with 1,999 and. 
‘and a half boats—the half’ boat is 
correct—which they manned with 
1,826 men. ‘The Kiang Yin Su Pang| 
‘was divided into three groups—the 
group headed by Wang, which was! 
considered the senior group; that! 
headed by Chien, which was called 
the No. 2 Group; and that headed by 
Pan, which was called the No. 3 
Group. Out of these three groups| 
arose the Sky Blue Circle, or Ching! 
Pang, which is so powerful in| 
‘Shanghai and the Yangtze Valley 
to-day. 





Following an old Chinese custom, 
the senior members of the society’ 
were permitted to adopt certain dis- 
tinguished surnames, and _these| 
names afterwards ‘became the 
names of different “degrees” within 
the society. ‘The leading surname 
was Yuan, The others were Ming, 
Hing, Li, "Ta, Tung, Wu, Chao, Pu, 
‘Men, Kai, Fang, Wang, Hsiang, Yi, 
‘Wu, Chao, Pu, 








tlon of these twenty-four characters| 
can be translated to read: “A com-| 
plete and clear mind realizes that) 
‘an open door for everyone is the 
only thing the universe depends 
upon, This is the essence of the 
Buddhist doctrine embodied by Lo| 
Tsu." ‘The surname of Yuan was| 
adopted by the Wang group, who 
thereby became the senior group of 
the society. ‘There seams to be very’ 
little doubt that the three groups| 
within the society did not get along 
well together during the first years. 
of the society's existence, and there 
seem to have been bitterly waged 
feuds among them, which resulted 
‘eventually in the virtual elimination 
of the Wang and Chien factions and 
the supremacy of the Pan group. 
‘Most of the members of the socicty 
to-day owe their allegiance to this! 
Intter group, while the other two: 
are practically extinct. 


It Is probably a polite fiction on 
the part of the society to say that| 
they were ever supported by the! 
‘Manchu dynasty. It is true that the 
original character of their name, 
Ching, was the same as that used’ 
by the Ching dynasty; but with the 
growth of the revolutionary move-| 
ment, the character degenerated 
into the present one, which means| 
sky blue or green.’ Also it is a 
fiction that the society ever engaged | 
in suppressing smuggling. There 
seeins to be very little doubt that 
the first members were from among) 
the revenue guards that accompani~ 
ed the tribute boats up the Grand 
Canal and that they carried all 
soris of contraband on these 
privileged ships and did a nefarious 
trade in spite of Government reg- 
ulations. In fact, they were men| 
paid to prevent smuggling, who did| 
a very profitable smuggling business 
of thelr own, With the shift of 
important cargo movements from 
the Grand Canal to the Yangtze 
and sea routes, the operations of 
the Sky Blue Circle underwent a 
change, and from being a smuggling 
fraternity in north Kiangsu, they| 


illegitimate. It is hardly an cxag- 
geration to say that nearly every) 
form of legitimate trade in Shang- 
hhai to-day pays a contribution of 
some sort or another to the Sky. 
Blue Circle, whether they know it 
or not. 

Like most Chinese secret societies: 
the principles underlying the Sky 
Blue Circle are admirable. It is the| 
abuses that come with almost| 
‘unlimited power that have brought) 
the society and its leaders into dis- 
repute. In the main, the principles| 
are those of a mutual aid scciety, 
protecting members against sudden. 
poverty, looking after the relict of 
members, seeing them through 
sicknesses, and generally guarding 
against the slings and arrows of| 
‘an outrageous fortune. ‘The secrecy 
of the organization and the com- 
plete oaths of obedience that are 
required from members make 
‘abuses a simple matter. And it is 
these abuses, though they have 
brought wealth and power to the 
leaders, that have made the name 
‘of the society to stink in the nostrils 
fof all decent persons. The respect- 
fable members of the society can be: 
divided into two sections: those 
|who pay fees for what is tantamount | 
to protection, and those who! 
subscribe for the insurance and 
other benefits to be derived for 
their families. As to the others— 
the least said, soonest mended. 
‘Their. income ‘is made from a 
variety of sources. Chief is, of 
course, opium and opium deri~ 
vatives, 
heroin ‘which is now agitating the 
League of Nations and the Shanghai 
authorities. Almost equally im~ 
portant, however, is the protection 
‘afforded to smugglers. It is said 
‘that in Shanghai anything can be 
smuggled provided the smuggler| 
has recelved the sanction of the 
powers that be in the Sky Blue 
Circle. Once the smuggler has paid 
his fee to the leaders of this 
then his cargo is safe. Occasion: 
the Customs manage to seize the 
cargo, in which case the smuggler 
has to be the loser. But should the 
cargo fall into other hands, it is 
quickly recovered. Stolen ‘cargo, 
provided the requisite fec is paid to| 
the gang heads, can be back in its 
‘owners hands within two hours of| 
the theft. If no fee is paid, the 
‘owner can sing for his lost goods. 
He might just as well sing as do| 
anything else, as he will not get his| 
property back without payment. 

Other sources of profit to the’ 
society are protection to houses of| 
fil fame; the purchase of peasant, 
girls and their importation into 
Shanghai for purposes of prostitu-| 
tion; the import and purveyance of 
arms to robbers and kidnapper 
the financing of kidnappings; the 
control of labour disputes brought | 
‘about by the control of the labour 
unions; ho wei lotteries and other| 
gambling rackets; to mention only 
a few. The ramifications of the 

















‘and police departments that it is| 
seldom that the authorities can suc~| 
cessfully take action against them. 
In most instances the members of| 
the society are warned well in 
advance, and when the raid is 
made, nothing incriminating is to be 
found. So powerful has the society 
become that it is not always neces- 
sary for its members to be actively 
engaged in smuggling and other 
Mlicit activities themselves; they can | 
sit back and take fees from the men | 
who run the risks of these illegal 
operations the pretence of 
protecting them from prosecution. 
And it often happens that officials| 
of the society pay calls upon the 
leaders of lesser gangs and extract| 
from them what is known as tseng-| 
vi or farewell money, a type of| 
blackmail which is always paid 
ssince refusal to pay will bring into| 
play the full foree of the Sky Blue 
Cirele’s gunmen. 

‘The gangs of New York have had 
thelr historians. The gangs of| 
Chicago are still front page news| 
whenever anything happens in that| 
city of meat packers. But it still 
remains for somebody to write the 
story of the gangs of Shanghai. 
‘What Chicago is just discovering in| 
the way of racketeering and “hi- 
jacking” the gangsters of Shanghai| 
absorbed with their mother’s milk.

As befits a country where the spirit 
of compromise is all pervading, the 
position of go-betweens or middlemen 
in China is one of considerable im- 
porlance, and never more so than 
‘when it comes to the atranging of a 
marriage. 

Tt Js necessary to distinguish be- 
tween the melpao, or elderly women, 
who are what may be termed, pro- 
fessional go-belweens and as such are 
‘paid for thelr services, and the meijen 
‘or middlemen, who’ are generally 
friends or relatives of the parties 
concerned, and whose chief object is 
fo look after the interests of those 
whom they represent, For this 
Feason the meijen are often preferred 
fo the professional matchmakers, as 
the latter in thelr eagerness to bring 
‘about a seitlement, have as a rule 
ttle regard for the truth, and do 
not hesitate to exaggerate the virtues 
‘and good looks of those for whom 
they are working. 


Position a Ditieult One 


Here it should bo stated that the 
term. meijen, though translated as 
middlemen, refer to members of both

the future. 
Necessary Necromancers 

Sometimes the middlemen are re- 
quired to guarantee the chastity of the 
fr, and the reply is given in 
Eertain sterotyped phrases which are 
fused on. such occasions. Should 
however the question not be definitely 
Brought up during the negotiations 
previous to the marriage, the mid- 
lemen do not accept any respon- 
sibility in the matter. 

‘After everything is verbally arrang- 
ed, the engagement day is fixed and 
fon’ the morning of this auspicious 
‘ecasion the middiemen go to the 
house of the bridegroom and partake 
of one of the eighteen feasts which 
fare due to them for their services. 

‘After this the engagement cards on 
the bridegroom's side are written. 
‘They consist of a long piece of red 
paper folded a number of times, and 
fon the inside of the first page is 
written the name of the bridegroom's 
father, who respectfully salutes by 
name the father of the future bride. 
For. some reason or other, the 
recipient's name is written on a 
separate slip of paper and pasted on 
the engagement sheet. 

‘Then certain characters are written 
horizontally across the paper signify 
ing. that the sender respectfully re- 
jquests. the precious (golden) per- 
ission of the recipient.

The middlemen then take the 
‘engagement card and the presents 10 
the home of the bride, and there they 
‘are regaled with another feast, after 
which the cards accepting the pro- 
posed engagement are written, ‘They 
fare similar in form to those sent by 
the other side, but contain the words, 
“respectfully obey your exalted 
orders.” 


Engagement Ratified 

‘The middlemen then take the cards 
together with the return presents to 
the bridegroom's house, and when 
these have been safely delivered, the 
‘engagement is thereby ratifed. ‘The 
whole ceremony ending with another 
feast to the middlemen, 

‘The presents from the lady's side 
are of small value, but must contain 
salt, tea, a long piece of sill a 
kind of scented grass. called 
which has the same homophone as 
the word “al,” meaning to love. ‘The 
salt and tea’ of course refer to the 
fact that the lady is a good hous 
wife, while the silk, which must not 
‘be cut up, signifies continulty, 

"At each of the numerous. feasts, 
four kinds ‘of drinks are provided 
for’ the middlemen, namely, sweet 
water ‘with lotus seeds, bird's nest 
tea, kuelyuan and ordinary tea, 

‘The next important step 
xing of the date of the marriag 
‘and when the “bridegroom's family 
have chosen what they deem a lucky 
day, they invite the middlemen to visti 
them and after the Inevitable feast, 
inform them of thelr decision, 

‘The good men then proceed to the 
house of the bride and, after they 
have once more been fod to reple- 
tion, they name the date chosen by 
the other side, No answer is given 
‘them until a few days later when they 
fare informed on what day it will be 


























sent! 
‘When the date of the marringe has 
been fixed, the real trouble begins 
for there Is much wrangling over the 
style of the ceremony, and the value 
fof the presents that have to be 
aso much a 
cussion ‘as to whether the presents 
shall, be exchanged on the wedding 
ay or on the day before. ‘The 
famount of the gratuities to be giv 
to the servants and helpers has 
to be decided, though in this case 
the bridegroom must give double thi 
amount expended by the bride 
family. 


Not AM Smooth Sailing 

As an example of the trouble often 
experienced by the middlemen, a 
friend of mine, who, some time ago 
‘acted in this capacity, told me that 
fall thelr arrangements almost eam: 
‘to nought because the bride's family 
Insisted that there should be three 

‘in the wedding procession 
Instead of the two already arranged 
for by the bridegroom, When this 
had been settled, a brass band was 
demonded, and when the question of

‘The lbrary is open to the public 
from 1 to 5 pm. all the year round 
except on Monday and national holi- 
days. Owing to its unfailing sctivi- 
ties ‘and labourous service to the 
selentife world and academic elrele, 
the Society has gained a worldwide 
Fepulation and memorable good-will 
from various classes of people. Differ- 
‘ent kinds of donations ‘such as land, 
houses, research grants, scholarships, 
Prizes, specimens, books, ote. have 
been received from time’ to time by 
the Society in recognition of works 
It has done, 

Quite recently, Mr. Sohtsu  G. 
King. the well known’ Chinese con: 
chologist and banker and founder of 
the Peking Natural History Society, 
has donated his valuable collection on 
conchologieal literature to the Society. 
He slarted his collection some twenty 
years ago, while he was studying Chi- 
nese mollusca with Prof. A.W. Grabau 
of Peking University. Under their joint 
authorship a book entitled “Shell of 
Peitaiho” was published (now in 2nd. 
edition) besides his many other 
scientific papers. The collection con- 
sists of many’ valuable and rare 
works and not a few complete sets of 
Journals. For instance, "Mantal of 
Conchology.” “Proceedings of Mal 
ological Society of London.” “Journal 
of Conehology” (London), “Ameri- 
can Journal of Conchology,” “Journal 
de Conchyliologie.” “Nachrichtsblatte” 
and. “Jahrbcher der Deutschen 
Malakozoologischon  Gesellschatt,” 

"Conchologiea Iconica,” *Conchylien 
Cabinet” “Coquilles __Vivantes”" 

“Thesaurus Conchyliorums" Philip's 

ele. are especially 
worth mention. Most of the works 
‘are illustrated with hand pointed 
colour plates. It is no exaggeration 
to say that the collection ie unique 
in the Far East, and invaluable to 
students of zoology at large and to 
conchologists in particular. ‘The total 
value of the whole collection, it is 
estimated, is over Sthai $50,000, In 
‘addition, the donor has also granted 
$1,000 as endowment so as to use the 
yearly interest to keep up the current 
‘numbers of the concerned journals 
subseribed. 

Moreover, it is understood that the 
donation of this valuable collection, 
to the Society by Mr. King is purely 
by way of appreciation of the fruit 
ful work that the biological labora- 
tory has done, during the past ten 
years under its founder and director, 
Prof. C, Ping, the father of Chinese 
zoology. To reciprocate compliments 
‘and hearty thanks to Mr. King, the 
council of the Society has passed a 
Fesolution that a special room shall 
bbe used to house the collection and 
shall be named “Sohtsu King Library 
‘of Conchelogy" in memory of the 
donator.

Orchard, Associate Professor of 
Economie Geography, Columbia Uni- 
versity. has already Borne fruit in the 
volums “Japan's Economie Position,” 
publithed in 1081, a very able work.
